'Who else is suffering?' 

Croftonfather’sgrieffuels movement against bullying

Travis Campbell still has the 
bullet in his pocket. 

On Feb. 3, Campbell, a cook at 
O’Charley’s, left for work in the 
early evening, hugging his 14- 
year-old daughter, Miranda, 
goodbye as he went out the door. 
Miranda was supposed to spend 
the night at her best friend’s 
house, but said she wanted to 
stay home instead. 

It was the last time he would 
speak to her. Campbell, 33, re¬ 
turned home from work late that 
night and went back for a 6:30 
a.m. shift the next day. Just be¬ 
fore 11 a.m., Miranda shot her¬ 
self with one of her father’s 
guns at their Crofton apart¬ 
ment. 

Campbell, who served 
as a medic in the Army, 
discovered his daughter 
in her bedroom only a 
few minutes after the 
gunshot. While she stiU 
had a pulse when he ar¬ 
rived, Campbell knew 
she was gone. 

“There was too 
much damage done,” 

Campbell recalled. 

“Once she pulled the 
trigger, there 
no return.”

that day at Vanderbilt University 
Medical Center in Nashville, 
Tenn. The bullet that killed her 
lodged in a bedroom wall and 
was later pried out. 

Sitting in her bedroom a few 


days after her death, Campbell 
pulled the bullet out of his 
pocket and laid it on the bed in 
front of him. Speaking in a dull 
tone while staring at it, he said 
he feels like he failed 
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his daughter. 

“If 1 had made her go spend 
the night at her friend’s house, 
she would not have had the op¬ 
portunity that day,” he said. “As 
hard as 1 tried as a parent, you 
can’t help but feel that there was 
one conversation or one thing 
where 1 failed. Otherwise she 
would still be here.” 

Immediately after Miranda’s 
death, a movement against sui¬ 
cide and bullying sprung up in 
her honor. Campbell is leading 
the movement called the Mi¬ 
randa Campbell Challenge. 

Miranda, 14, was a freshman 
at Hopkinsville High School. 
Campbell said his daughter, who 
came out as bisexual in sixth 
grade, dealt with bullying on a 
daily basis, largely because of 
her sexual orientation. 
Campbell wants the move- 
ment to improve how 
schools handle bullying. 
— According to the Na- 
^tional Education Asso¬ 
ciation, six out of 10 
American teenagers 
iwitness bullying in 
school every day. The 
organization estimates 
that 160,000 children 
miss school each day

Case comes down 
to his word vs. hers, 
KSP detective says

A detective found no evidence 
to support a woman’s accusation 
that James Stokes, an emergency 
medical technician in Oak Grove, 
sexually harassed her. It comes 
down to Stokes’ word against the 
woman’s, he said. 

For two weeks, Stokes has faced 
a felony charge of first-degree 
abuse. But after the Kentucky 
State Police detective testified be¬ 
fore Christian Circuit Judge 
Arnold Lynch on Friday, Lynch 
dismissed the charge. 

Stokes’ legal troubles are not 
necessarily finished. Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney Lynn Pryor 
may present the case to a grand 
jury and let the woman testify 
herself. Lynch said. 

If the grand jury found her tes¬ 
timony convincing, it could indict 
Stokes on a felony and his case 
would go through circuit court, or 
it could charge him with a misde¬ 
meanor and send his case back to 
district court. 

But Stokes’ attorney, Rick Bol¬ 
ing, on Friday said the detective’s 
testimony made him optimistic. 

“I don’t know how a jury’s 
going to convict beyond reason¬ 
able doubt when he can’t find 
probable cause,” Boling said, re¬ 
ferring to KSP Detective Lloyd 
Ray. 

The woman provided the New 
Era with a copy of the written 
statement she made when she re¬ 
ported the incident to Oak Grove 
police. She said it occurred on the 
afternoon of Dec. 4. She and 
Stokes dropped a patient off at 
Jennie Stuart Medical Center,

Legislation is before 
the Kentucky General 
Assembly that would 
strengthen the state’s 
anti-bullying laws in re¬ 
gard to sexual orienta¬ 
tion. 

House Bill 336 enumer¬ 
ates protected classes of 
students who are dispro¬ 
portionately targeted by 
bullying peers. The bill 
includes protections 
based on students’ per¬ 
ceived race, religion, sex¬ 
ual orientation or gender 
identity. The new law 
would elevate physical

bullying to a Class 2 mis¬ 
demeanor. 

The bill is being sup¬ 
ported by the Fairness 
Campaign, a Louisville- 
based advocacy group for 


lesbian, gay, bisexual and 
transgender rights. Chris 
Hartman, the organiza¬ 
tion’s director, thinks the 
legislation could improve 
conditions for LGBT stu¬ 


dents in Kentucky 
schools. 

“It is there to give 
teachers and administra¬ 
tors another tool to curb 
bullying,” Hartman said. 
“I think (the current 
laws) fall short in ac¬ 
knowledging that some 
students are targeted 
more than their peers.” 

According to a 2009 
school survey from the 
Gay, Lesbian and Straight 
Education Network, nine 
out of 10 LGBT students 
experience harassment 
in school and three-fifths 
feel unsafe in school be¬ 
cause of their sexual ori¬ 
entation. The survey also

found that one-third of 
LGBT youth attempt sui¬ 
cide. 

Hartman said similar 
anti-bullying legislation 
was rejected in last 
year’s legislative session. 
Many opponents, he

Ten contributors to 
her 2011 campaign con¬ 
firmed this week that 
they received the 
thank-you letter and 
the colonelcy from 
Grimes, a Democrat. 
Six contributors con¬ 
tacted said they had 
not. 

Secretary of State 
spokeswoman Lynn 
Zellen says she did not 
have an estimate of 
how many colonelcies 
with this special letter 
of thanks were mailed, 
the names of those who 
received them or the 
cost. Zellen says she’s 
unsure if someone be¬ 
sides taxpayers paid 
for the mailings. 

Zellen said, ‘As far as 
that first sentence of 
the letter, the secretary 
thanks people in any 
public engagement. ... 
She thanks the people 
of the commonwealth 
for giving her the 
honor and giving her 
the opportunity to 
serve as their secretary 
of state. That’s all that 
was intended to be.” 

Asked if someone be¬ 
sides the taxpayers 
paid for the mailings, 
Zellen said she did not 
know. 

“Once we get the in¬ 
formation compiled 
that you requested, you 
will see no politics was 
done on state time and 
those letters are not po¬ 
litical,” she said. 

Kentucky Republican 
Party Chairman Steve 
Robertson says the let¬ 
ters are clearly a “polit¬ 
ical thank you.” 

“And if her first act 
as secretary of state is 
to act in a political na¬ 
ture like this, that’s not 
what public service is 
about,” he said. 

John Steffen, execu¬ 
tive director of the Ex¬ 
ecutive Branch Ethics 
Commission, said past 
opinions of the com¬ 
mission make clear 
that it’s improper to 
use state resources on 
political activity. But 
he said he could not 
comment on any spe¬ 
cific situation without 
knowing the details. 

The Kentucky 

Colonelcy is a common 
honor given to thou¬ 
sands of persons each 
year, although the gov¬ 
ernor’s office tradition¬ 
ally issues them with a 
blue and gold seal. 
Records show that Gov. 
Steve Beshear’s office 
was not notified about 
the colonelcies of the 
10 Grimes contributors 
who confirmed they re¬ 
ceived them. 

Former Secretary of 
State Trey Grayson 
said qualifications for 
becoming a Kentucky 
Colonel are “sort of 
like ‘making a positive 
contribution to Ken¬ 
tucky’ which is almost 
anybody. ... I don’t 
know that anyone has 
ever been turned down 
for a colonel.” 

Grayson said secre¬ 
taries of state tradi¬ 
tionally have carte 
blanche in awarding 
colonecies, though 
technically it is the 
governor who issues 
the commission.

“Frankly since the Taliban has 
not been effective at regaining 
territory at conducting combat 
operations, since they have been 
weakened in their capability to 
do that, they are going to use this 
type of tactic to undermine our 
position,” he told the soldiers at 
Fort Campbell. “We have to make

it very clear that we are not going 
to be intimidated by it.” 

About 400 soldiers from the 2nd 
Brigade Combat Team, 101st Air¬ 
borne Division (Air Assault) 
based at Fort Campbell will serve 
as advisers and working directly 
with Afghan military or police 
units starting this year. 

Panetta noted the Afghan sol¬ 
diers and policemen were main¬ 
taining control at the 
demonstrations and had not de¬ 
serted their posts, and the level 
of violence in the demonstra¬ 
tions was decreasing. 

But he noted that the troops 
needed to be prepared for this 
type of attack as they prepared to 
go to Afghanistan. 

“What that means is when you 
go there, we have to make sure to 
train them properly, screen them 
properly, and make sure that 


each one of you watch the backs 
of your buddies,” he told the 
troops. 

He told reporters later that the 
attacks on troops wiU not change 
plans to have the Afghan govern¬ 
ment take over security in 2014 
and move U.S. forces to noncom¬ 
bat operations. 

“1 have made clear and 1 con¬ 
tinue to make clear that regard¬ 
less of what the enemy tries to do 
to us, we are not going to alter 
our strategy in Afghanistan,” he 
said. 

The 101st Airborne is an air 
assault division, which means 
it uses helicopters to quickly 
move troops around the battle¬ 
field. 

The students at the 10-day 
course learn rappelling tech¬ 
niques, some of which were 
demonstrated for Panetta on a 34- 


foot tower at the Sabalauski Air 
Assault School. 

In his statements to the troops, 
Panetta discussed the future of 
the American military, which he 
said would require an agile, 
smaller and leaner organization. 

“What you do here is exactly 
what we need. We need to be 
agile, we need to be able to move 
quickly, we need to rappel,” he 
said. 

The 101st Airborne Division, 
which dates back to World War 11, 
will remain an essential part of 
the Army, but he couldn’t say 
whether the division would lose 
any brigades as the Army plans 
to reduce the number of troops 
by 80,000 soldiers, he told re¬ 
porters later on Friday 

“Fort Campbell is really im¬ 
portant to us and it’s the kind of 
facility we absolutely are going

to have to have in the future and 
the 101st is going to be one of the 
units we have got to protect in the 
future,” he said. 

He also addressed impending 
budget cuts and the impact on 
troops, their families and mili¬ 
tary retirees. 

He promised that their pay 
would not be cut and current 
troops will get the military re¬ 
tirement benefits they were 
promised. 

“At the same time, this is an 
area that has grown by 90 percent 
in the defense budget, so 1 have to 
try and control those costs,” he 
said. 

He said salaries for troops will 
increase the next two years, but 
the military will start to limit 
those pay increases after that. 
Panetta said he wiU probably rec¬ 
ommend an increase in the fees 
paid by military retirees for their 
health insurance.

Local drug dealer gets 20-year sentence

A 27-year-old man with 
an extensive history of vi¬ 
olent and drug-related 
crimes received a 20-year 
prison sentence this week 
in Christian Circuit Court. 

Lamartine P. Coleman, 
who goes by the names 
“Pierre” and “Pep,” shot a 
taxi driver in the head in 
2008.

The trial ended 
abruptly, before the jury 
had a chance to deliberate, 
because Coleman decided 
to take a plea bargain. The 
prosecutor, Lynn Pryor, 
bundled all of his cases to¬ 
gether, dismissed some of 
his charges and amended 
others, and recommended 
a 20-year prison sentence, 
according to court records. 


Coleman pleaded guilty 
to second-degree assault, 
second-degree robbery, 
possession of cocaine, pos¬ 
session of a handgun by a 
convicted felon and first- 
degree persistent felony of¬ 
fender. His status as a 
repeat offender made his 
prison sentence longer. 

Christian Circuit Judge 
John Atkins officially im¬ 
posed the 20-year sentence. 
He ordered Coleman to pay 
$1,056 restitution to the vic¬ 
tims.

Committee approves panel to investigate child abuse deaths

FRANKFORT, Ky — An independ¬ 
ent panel of experts would examine 
the deaths of abused and neglected 
children in Kentucky under a pro¬ 
posal approved unanimously Thurs¬ 
day by a House committee. 

The independent child-fatality re¬ 
view panel would make recommen¬ 
dations to the state about how to 
improve its child-protection system. 


but the group’s meetings would be 
closed to the public, and its docu¬ 
ments would remain secret. 

House Bill 200 would require the 
panel to publish an annual report to 
the legislature that did not contain 
identifying information about indi¬ 
vidual cases. 

Jon Fleischaker, a lawyer for the 
Kentucky Press Association, ob¬ 
jected to the secrecy of the panel, 
saying there was no accountability to 


the public. 

“We are all for a statewide panel,” 
Fleischaker told the House and 
Health Welfare Committee, “but the 
public needs to be able to see what 
the recommendations are.” 

Moreover, the state has not always 
provided complete information after 
a child dies, he said. It’s important to 
know what information the panel

In addition. House Bill 200 
would define what information 
the Cabinet for Health and Fam¬ 
ily Services must release to the 
public when abused children 
who have had previous contact 
with the cabinet die or are se¬ 
verely injured. The Lexington 
Herald-Leader and The Courier- 
Journal of Louisville have suc¬ 
cessfully sued the cabinet 
seeking such documents under 
the state Open Records Act. 

The Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services oversees child 
protection in Kentucky. 

The proposed legislation 
would allow the cabinet to keep 
secret the names of children 
who suffered serious, non-fatal 
injuries and information that 
would identify siblings in the 
home. 

Rep. Susan Westrom, D-Lex- 
ington, said the issue would be 
studied further by a proposed 
task force that would look at re¬ 
vamping the state’s juvenile 
criminal code. Westrom said the 
issue needed to be vetted fully by 
lawmakers and should be ad¬ 
dressed by the House Judiciary 
Committee. 

Fleischaker said he did not op¬ 
pose the juvenile justice task 
force studying the issue. The on¬ 
going litigation between the 
newspapers and the cabinet 
might take several years to fi¬ 
nalize, he said. 

A Franklin Circuit Court 
judge has ruled twice that the 
cabinet must turn over its files 
about children who have died or 
nearly died from abuse and neg¬ 
lect. The cabinet has appealed 
the latest decision, saying it 
wants to redact broad categories 
of information from the files, in¬ 
cluding the names of people 
who report abuse and the names 


of adults in the home who were 
not charged with abuse and neg¬ 
lect. 

The external panel will add 
another layer of accountability 
to the child-protection system, 
which has come under criticism 
recently. The Cabinet for Health 
and Family Services is required 
to do an internal review of all 
deaths or near-deaths of abused 
children whose families had 
previous contact with the cabi¬ 
net. Those reviews are supposed 
to point out previous missteps 
and ways to improve the system. 

A Herald-Leader review of 85 
internal reviews of children 
who were killed or nearly killed 
in 2009 and 2010 showed a lack 
of consistency in how those re¬ 
views — conducted by cabinet 
staff — were completed. 

Some reviews were lengthy 
and thorough, including an 
analysis of what social workers 
could do differently to prevent 
similar deaths. But some re¬ 
views consisted of one page that 
didn’t say whether the child 
died. 

The Herald-Leader also has 
found that in some cases, the 
cabinet never completed the in¬ 
ternal review as required by law. 

The cabinet is also required to 
provide a summary of the inter¬ 
nal reviews to the legislature by 
Sept. 1 of each year. For the past 
two years, those reports were 
not given to the legislature until 
December. The 2011 report did 
not include summaries of the 
internal reviews, only some sta¬ 
tistical information about chil¬ 
dren who died of abuse. 

Westrom said Thursday that 
she hoped to amend the bill be¬ 
fore a vote on the House floor to 
create an independent office — 
possibly through the governor’s 
office — that would investigate 
improprieties involving child 
protection and, possibly, vulner¬ 
able adults.

“If we are 
going to open up into any 
other states, we can pick 
the (distributors) that are 
going to be good for us.” 

Tomaszewski said he 
honestly isn’t sure what to 
expect when the article 
comes out. 

“It’s interesting because 
we have never had this 
kind of exposure,” he said.

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CAMPBELL: Father fuels anti-bullying movement

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because of a fear of ha¬ 
rassment from other stu¬ 
dents. 

Campbell said his daugh¬ 
ter didn’t show any warn¬ 
ing signs, and he worries 
about other bullied 
teenagers who may be at 
risk. 

“We are taught with sui¬ 
cide victims the crying out 
for help that people do,” he 
said. “(Miranda) didn’t do 
any of that. Who else is 
suffering, not doing any of 
the things we are trained to 
look for?” 

Opportunity in tragedy 

Campbell acknowledged 
that factors may have 
played a role in his daugh¬ 
ter’s death. Miranda was 
molested in 2009, at which 
time Campbell, who was 
serving as a drill instruc¬ 
tor in Georgia, moved back 
to Kentucky to take cus¬ 
tody of her. 

Miranda was on Prozac 
and went to weekly ther¬ 
apy sessions. Campbell 
said she was only in ther¬ 
apy on a sporadic basis 
shortly before she commit¬ 
ted suicide. While she 
would have an occasional 
dark day, she seemed 
happy he said. 

Miranda went through a 
breakup with a girl just be¬ 
fore her death. The two had 
dated sporadically for a 
year. Campbell said the re¬ 
lationship was intense, and 
fears the breakup may 
have pushed his daughter 
over the edge. 

Since the suicide, Camp¬ 
bell has started working 
with depressed and suici¬ 
dal children. He hopes to 
communicate the lasting 
damage a suicide can 
cause. 

“When you think your 
world is falling apart, wait, 
give it time,” he said. 

Despite the other factors, 
Campbell said bullying 
was a common issue in his 
daughter’s life, and she 
often came home from 
school in tears. He feels her 
death provides an opportu¬ 
nity to address the prob¬ 
lem. 

Being bullied 

Josh Price, a freshman at 
Hopkinsville High, deals 


with bullying at school on 
a daily basis. On three oc¬ 
casions, he has stayed 
home to avoid being ha¬ 
rassed on the school bus. 
Students have bullied him 
for the way he dresses, his 
hairstyle, grades and other 
topics. 

“Teenagers find the lit- 
tlest things,” said Price, 15. 
“If you are not exactly like 
them, a lot of them will 
look at you differently.” 

While some teachers 
confront bullying. Price 
said others don’t do much 
about it at all, often claim¬ 
ing that if a student has no 
proof, there is no action to 
be taken. If a student is dis¬ 
ciplined, he said, the stu¬ 
dent is often sent to the 
office to speak with an ad¬ 
ministrator and then re¬ 
turns to class. Once they 
return. Price said, very lit¬ 
tle changes in their behav¬ 
ior. 

Price also said several 
students have been bullied 
for their sexual orienta¬ 
tion. He recalled one in¬ 
stance where a boy was 
singled out for being gay 
and beaten by a group of 
students. Price has several 
bisexual or gay friends, 
many of whom don’t want 
to discuss their sexuality 
for fear of being ridiculed. 

Maddie Mays, a former 
HHS student who now at¬ 
tends Fort Campbell High 
School, said she was fre¬ 
quently harassed at HHS 


for her weight and for 
being a lesbian. She re¬ 
called one instance where 
a group of students threw 
Danish pastries at her in 
class. She said a teacher 
wasn’t present during the 
incident and no discipli¬ 
nary action was taken. 

After Mays revealed her 
sexuality to her peers, she 
said, students started to sit 
farther away from her in 
class. While HHS adminis¬ 
trators were often helpful 
in dealing with bullying is¬ 
sues related to her weight, 
they were less proactive 
when the bullying related 
to her sexuality, she said. 

Transferring to FCHS 
earlier this year. Mays 
hoped her situation would 
improve. While she sees 
less bullying now, she said 
the barbs are often much 
harsher and still aimed at 
her sexuality 

“The thing that gets me 
is (bullies) don’t want to 
know more about the peo¬ 
ple they are bullying and 
they don’t care,” she said. 
“I think bullies are so inse¬ 
cure that they need to 
make other people feel bad 
or worse just to make 
themselves feel better.” 

Disciplining bullies 

Kathy Hancock, director 
of pupil personnel for the 
Christian County Board of 
Education, admitted that 
the schools don’t catch 


every bullying incident, 
but she feels the school 
system is proactive about 
addressing the issue. 

“Do they always stop it 
the first time they deal 
with it? No,” Hancock 
said. “1 think we would 
have to say we don’t al¬ 
ways know.” 

If teachers encounter 
bullying, they most often 
refer a student to school 
administrators for disci¬ 
pline. Hancock said they 
try to improve the stu¬ 
dent’s behavior. If a stu¬ 
dent could benefit from 
anger management or 
counseling, the school will 
work to make those serv¬ 
ices available, she said. 

The use of suspension 
or expulsion for bullying 
depends on the severity of 
an offense. If another stu¬ 
dent’s safety is at risk, for 
example, then it may be 
considered. Hancock said 
this would occur only after 
other steps have been 
taken. 

Mike Stevenson, princi¬ 
pal at Christian County 
High School, said he em¬ 
powers teachers to handle 
bullying incidents them¬ 
selves. If the teachers 
aren’t comfortable admin¬ 
istering discipline, a stu¬ 
dent accused of bullying is 
sent to the school’s front 
office. 

Stevenson said disci¬ 
pline for bullying varies 
with each case. The school 
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has several methods it 
uses for dealing with bul¬ 
lying and other misbehav¬ 
ior; some students are 
taken out of class and put 
in an isolated setting for a 
day. Some students stay in 
isolation for multiple days 
depending on their behav¬ 
ior. 

The school also adminis¬ 
ters after-school punish¬ 
ment and detention for 
bullying. Stevenson said 
suspension for bullying is 
a last resort and would 
only occur if other meth¬ 
ods proved ineffective. 

Stevenson doesn’t expect 
to eradicate bullying. The 
school’s regulation of bul¬ 
lying depends on aware¬ 
ness, and he recognized 
that reporting a bullying 
incident is looked at nega¬ 
tively by students. 

“Reporting these things 
is in many ways a cardinal 
sin against that kid from 
their peers,” Stevenson 
said. “1 don’t know how 
you would catch or deal 
with 100 percent of (bully¬ 
ing). If we are aware of it, 
then we deal with it.” 

The school district’s dis¬ 
ciplinary guidelines state 
that “harassment/dis¬ 
crimination due to an in¬ 
dividual’s race, color, 
national origin, age, reli¬ 
gion, marital status, politi¬ 
cal beliefs, sex or 
disability is prohibited at 
all times on school prop¬ 
erty” Sexual orientation is 
not listed among the dis¬ 
trict’s harassment 

criteria. 

The district will start re¬ 
viewing the guidelines in 
April for the next school 
year. In the past, Hancock 
said sexual orientation 
has never come up as cri¬ 
teria to add to the guide¬ 
lines. Its addition would 
depend on the committee’s 
stance. 

“This has not been some¬ 
thing that has been an 
issue that I’m aware of,” 
she said. “If it does become 
an issue, then we will cer¬ 
tainly add that in.” 

Comprehensive approach 

Campbell feels the school 
system could do more 
when it comes to bullying. 
Teachers, he said, are out¬ 
numbered by bullies and 
can only do so much. With 
the movement, he wants to 
present a more defined ap¬ 
proach to bullying, one 
that invites community 
participation. 

Campbell proposes a 
three-step approach of 
identifying a bully, teach¬ 
ing victims how to cope 
with bullying and working 
to change a bully’s con¬ 
duct. He wants to under¬ 
stand bullies and develop a 
discipline method that will 
change their behavior. He 
thinks parental involve¬ 
ment will be a key element 
in his approach. 

“Some of (the bullies) 
need a parent to come up 
and say, T actually care 
how you present yourself 
in public,”’ Campbell said. 
“I want to get parents to¬ 
gether and educate our¬ 
selves on the same 
message. I’ve been telling 
parents, Tf nothing else, 
we are going to start com¬ 
municating.’” 

Campbell wants to bring 
his approach to the school 
district with a group of 
parents ready to help im¬ 
plement it. He is willing to 
work for certification if it 
is required. There are sev¬ 
eral churches where he 
plans on hosting the pro¬ 
gram and plans on reach¬ 
ing out to community 
leaders for support. 


Dr. Allan Beane, who has 
developed his own pro¬ 
gram for combating bully¬ 
ing, said schools need to 
take a comprehensive ap¬ 
proach to addressing the 
problem. Beane presents 
his program to schools 
across the nation. Many of 
them, he said, are too 
short-sighted in their ap¬ 
proach to bullying. 

“(The schools) think a 
policy and a good disci¬ 
pline plan and a school as¬ 
sembly are all they have to 
have,” Beane said. “That’s 
only the beginning of the 
first step.” 

Beane’s program, the 
Bully Free Program, con¬ 
sists of 19 steps and sug¬ 
gests administrative 
strategies for schools. It 
also includes steps for in¬ 
volving parents and the 
community in addressing 
the problem. 

Beane has been called as 
an expert witness in sev¬ 
eral cases involving bully¬ 
ing. In some of the cases, 
Beane said, a school has 
been sued following a bul¬ 
lied student’s suicide. A 
major problem in each sit¬ 
uation, he said, was the 
poor response of teachers 
and administrators who 
knew bullying was occur¬ 
ring. 

“It involves not respond¬ 
ing when they see it,” 
Beane said. “Or they ig¬ 
nore it or minimize it or 
make light of it. I tell them, 
‘Don’t make light of it be¬ 
cause I’ll read about it in a 
deposition.’” 

Picking up the pieces 

After the suicide, Camp¬ 
bell spent three days clean¬ 
ing his daughter’s room. 
He spackled and repainted 
the walls, cleaned the car¬ 
peting and washed down 
the blood-soaked mattress. 
He was able to remove al¬ 
most all the blood from the 
room. 

Today, the room looks 
more or less the way she 
left it: a pink bedspread, 
“Twilight” and “Alice in 
Wonderland” posters 

adorning the walls, a 
framed picture of Johnny 
Depp from “Edward Scis- 
sorhands” in one corner. 

Miranda’s mother, 

Amanda, who also lives in 
Crofton, refuses to enter 
the apartment, horrified 
that her daughter died 
there. Campbell never 
thought about leaving, 
though. When he moved 
back to Kentucky, he said 
Miranda was adamant 
that they have an apart¬ 
ment together. The two 
moved in this past Novem¬ 
ber. 

“She wouldn’t want me 
to leave,” he said. “I stay 
here for her.” 

Campbell has taken a 
leave of absence from 
work and is using it to 
focus on the movement. He 
plans to keep reaching out 
to troubled kids and help¬ 
ing with their problems. 

Some days, he finds him¬ 
self sitting on his daugh¬ 
ter’s bed, reading letters 
from her friends and other 
students who wrote him 
after her death. 

Taped to a closet door in 
the corner is photo collage 
of Miranda. In the center 
is a large photo of her 
smiling at the camera. 

“I learned what was im¬ 
portant in my life and 
most people get that 
wrong,” he said. “That girl 
was important to my life. 
She was my 100 percent. 
Everything came after 
her.”

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provisions in the bill for students reli¬ 
giously opposed to LGBT lifestyles. The 
current bill is amended to allow such 
students to voice their opinions. 

“That has made the bill more 
amenable to folks who seemed unsure 
about it last year,” Hartman said. “We 
hope that this year it is going to allow 
the bill to move forward.” The bill is 
under review in the House Education 
Committee. 

Hartman feels there is a massive lack 
of support for LGBT rights in the state. 
Many students he’s met have spoken 
about bullying they’ve suffered in rural 
parts of Kentucky. 

“In smaller school districts or rural 
areas, where the subject is taboo to begin 
with, it gets glazed over,” he said. “Some 
student told of how often their teachers 
turned a blind eye to students being bul¬ 


lied for their sexual orientation or gen¬ 
der identity.” 

A rally was organized in Frankfort on 
Feb. 22 supporting the legislation and 
LGBT rights. Travis Campbell, a Crofton 
man whose daughter, Miranda, killed 
herself in early February, attended the 
rally. 

Campbell said his daughter was bul¬ 
lied for being bisexual, which he feels 
was a factor in her suicide. He has 
started a movement against bullying 
and suicide, and said support of LGBT 
rights will be a major component. 

“We are in the year 2012 and in today’s 
day and age, there is no room for bigotry 
or sexism for anyone,” Campbell said. “It 
can’t be allowed. If we don’t start fixing 
it now, we are raising our children to do 
the same thing.”

9 deaths conftnned 


in Ky. as stoms retiun 


LOUISVILLE, Ky (AP) — 
A coroner in southeastern 
Kentucky reports four peo¬ 
ple have died in storms 
there, bringing the total 
number of weather deaths 
in the state for the day to at 
least nine. 

Laurel County Coroner 
Doug Bowling says the 
bodies of two males and 
two females were found 
Friday night in three sepa¬ 
rate residences that he de¬ 
scribed as “flattened.” The 
homes were in the East 
Bernstadt area of the 
county. 

Laurel County Emer¬ 
gency Management Direc¬ 
tor Albert Hale says there 
are also “lots of injuries” 
from the storm. 

Gov. Steve Beshear’s of¬ 
fice said earlier that four 
people died in Menifee 
County and one in Kenton 
County. 

Tornadoes touched down 
in multiple counties as a 
storm system slammed the 
state for the second time in 
three days, killing five peo¬ 
ple. 

Spokesman Terry Sebas¬ 
tian of Gov. Steve 
Beshear’s office said four 
people were killed Menifee 
County in eastern Ken¬ 
tucky and one in Kenton 
County, near Cincinnati. 

A 12-person rescue team 
from Lexington was head¬ 
ing to West Liberty in Mor¬ 
gan County to try to reach 
storm victims, Beshear’s 
office said. The downtown 
there sustained heavy 
damage, and Beshear sent 
50 Kentucky National 
Guard troops and a mobile 
Guard unit to the county to 
help with recovery. 

Kentucky Emergency 
Management spokesman 
Buddy Rogers said offi¬ 
cials were having diffi¬ 
culty getting into Menifee 
County and other areas to 
confirm the damage. 

“We can’t even get into 


some of these counties,” 
he said Friday night. “The 
power is out, phones are 
out, roads are blocked and 
now it’s dark, which com¬ 
plicates things.” 

Beshear declared a 
statewide emergency Fri¬ 
day evening after officials 
confirmed that at least 
three tornadoes touched 
down, demolishing a fire 
station, damaging build¬ 
ings across the state and 
causing minor injuries but 
no fatalities. 

Beshear was planning to 
fly to Morgan, Menifee and 
Kenton counties to assess 
damage on Saturday with 
Kentucky Adjutant Gen. 
Ed Tonini, Senate Majority 
Leader Robert Stivers II of 
Manchester and Sen. 
Damon Thayer, R-George- 
town. 

The tornadoes in north¬ 
ern and western Kentucky 
were part of a storm that 
brought hail, flash flooding 
and high, straight line 
winds to the state. 

Beshear’s declaration al¬ 
lows him to deploy state as¬ 
sistance, including the 
Guard, to affected counties 
without delays. 

Rogers said the National 
Weather Service con¬ 
firmed a tornado that 
touched down in Trimble 
County and stayed on the 
ground into neighboring 
Carroll County. That storm 
destroyed the Milton Fire 
Station No. 2 about 10 
miles west of Bedford, said 
Kentucky State Police 
Trooper Brad Arterburn. 

A mobile home was over¬ 
turned and several barns 
were toppled in the county, 
Arterburn said. The only 
injuries reported were 
cuts and bruises, he said. 

The other confirmed 
tornadoes were in Muh¬ 
lenberg and Henderson 
counties in western Ken¬ 
tucky, Rogers said. Ken¬ 
tucky State Police also 


reported a tornado in 
Warren County near 
Bowling Green, but that 
one had not been con¬ 
firmed early Friday 
evening. 

Beshear said there were 
23,000 storm-related power 
outages across the state. 

Schools shut down early, 
high school basketball 
games were postponed 
and Churchill Downs 
closed its off-track betting 
operations. 

The winds and rain tore 
the roof of a gymnasium 
at North Hopkins High 
School near Madisonville 
in western Kentucky. Hop¬ 
kins County Emergency 
Management Director 
Frank Wright said the 
building was empty be¬ 
cause school officials, 
after conferring with the 
National Weather Service, 
dismissed classes at 11:30 
a.m. 

“That was a real, real 
smart idea,” Wright told 
The Associated Press. 

Wright said the winds 
and rain also caused the 
roof of an empty skating 
rink to collapse.

and afterward they 
talked briefly about their 
romantic relationships 
with other people, she 
said.

Kentucky Senate passes bill 
limiting cold, allergy meds 

FRANKFORT, Ky (AP)—Cold and al- 
lergy sufferers would face limits on the 
amount of medications like Mucinex D and 
Sudafed they could buy in Kentucky under 
a bill passed by the Senate on Friday 

The goal is to limit access to large quanti¬ 
ties of products that contain pseu- 
doephedrine, a key ingredient in the illegal 
drug methamphetamine that's being widely 
abused in the state. 


The compromise bill brokered by Sen. 
Jerry Rhoads, D-Madisonville, passed 25-11 
to limit any one person's purchases to no 
more than 7.2 grams in a month or 24 
grams in a year. People who need more that 
that would have to get a prescription. 

Republican Floor Leader Robert Stivers II 
of Manchester, sponsor of the legislation, 
said he would have preferred requiring pre¬ 
scriptions for any amount of medications 
containing pseudoephedrine. But he had 
been unable to garner enough support to 
get that proposal through the Senate.

work with

On paper and in theory, industrial hemp 
looks like a promising crop for Kentucky 
farmers if the General Assembly decides 
to legalize its production. 

There could be a gap, though, between 
what appears on paper and what happens in 
the field—assuming the plant is legalized. 

Yes, this crop has great potential. Ken¬ 
tuckians have known for several years 
that the instability of hurley tobacco mar¬ 
kets means we need 

more diverstfica- OUR OPINION. 

tion in agriculture. " 

However, a couple of concerns surfaced 
at a hemp seminar last week in Hop¬ 
kinsville. First, farmers appear to be a 
long way from jumping into hemp produc¬ 
tion and that could hurt the state’s com¬ 
petitive edge. 

Secondly, some hemp products seem to 
overstate the crop’s potential. For example, 
the ingredients in an organic Nutiva hemp 
chocolate bar that was handed out to peo¬ 
ple at the Hopkinsville seminar were sun¬ 
flower seeds, honey, flax seeds, sesame 
seeds, cocoa liquor, crisp brown rice — and 
finally, hemp seeds. The hemp appeared 
more like window dressing for the snack. 

A novelty snack could soon lose its appeal. 

Industrial hemp is not marijuana, and 
Sheriff Livy LeaveU said he is satisfied 
that law enforcement agencies will not be 
overly burdened by regulating farms to 
make sure marijuana is not grown along¬ 
side the legal crop on hemp farms. 

Sen. Joey Pendleton, D-Hopkinsville, a 
proponent for hemp legalization who 
helped organize the seminar, noted that 
hemp lacks the chemical THC that pro¬ 
duces an intoxication in people. 

Hemp is used to produce fabric, food, oil, 
paper and fuel. A1998 study by the Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky estimated, conserva¬ 
tively, that hemp production would 
generate 17,000 to 18,000 jobs and $400 mil¬ 
lion to $500 million for the economy. 

We agree Kentucky should legalize in¬ 
dustrial hemp. But proponents need to en¬ 
sure that farmers get the support and 
education needed to grow the crop. And 
they have to be careful about banking on 
chocolate bars sprinkled with a tad of 
hemp seeds. That won’t get it.

Taking care 
to save lives 



T he news from Sloan Kettering that 
colonoscopy measurably saves lives 
will certainly make me feel better 
when I start drinking the liquid the night 
before mine. But reaUy what my doctors 
have been teUing me from their own expe¬ 
rience is why, as much as I hate doing it. 
I’m pretty religious about the timetable. 

When I say I hate doing it, I don’t mean 
the night-before business, about which 
even doctors try to reassure you. What 
bothers me is not the discomfort. Any 
woman who has ever had a child, or 
watched, knows that discomfort is not a 
reason not to do something worth doing. 
It’s the fear: the moment before the doctor 
teUs you the baby looks great, the screen is 
clear, no cancer was detected. 

Earlier this week, I had my regular 
mammogram, and the wonderful tech, a 
woman named Gloria at Cedars-Sinai, 
asked me over and over again during the 
compression whether she was hurting me. 
I laughed. “Do women reaUy complain 
about this?” She roUed her eyes. Ridicu¬ 
lous. Of course it hurts, but so what? We’re 
talking about saving lives, ladies. 

Katie Couric has done more than any¬ 
one to promote colonoscopy — and yet 
stiU smart people don’t always listen. I 
just learned that an old friend, a wonder¬ 
ful woman who is smart, sensible and, 
yes, amply insured, is suffering from un- 
treatable colon cancer, has used up aU op¬ 
tions and is at home with 24/7 care. I 
asked our mutual friend whether she’d 
had a colonoscopy. Nope. 

Well into her 60s and she ^ 

never had one. Why? Be- 
cause she’d heard it was j||F 

unpleasant, because she 
didn’t have time, because ■ 
she was too busy taking 
care of everyone else to 
take care of herself, be- 

cause she trusted in fate. It - 

doesn’t matter. There is no SUSAN 
good answer. F^TRIfH ■ 

When my friend Judy ■ 

died of lung cancer 12 
years ago, everyone asked me whether 
she smoked cigarettes. It drove me 
slightly crazy She didn’t. Neither did my 
beloved Rosie, who helped me raise my 
children (and is now taking care of the 
Estrich dogs) and is, knock on wood, ap¬ 
proaching three years clean. But reaUy 
would it matter so much if they had? 
Would they then deserve what they got, or 
would it just make us feel better about our 
own chances? 

When I speak at graduations, I always 
teU the students that it’s not the hand 
you’re dealt but how you play it; how you 
adapt to what you cannot change. I was 
raped before my coUege graduation. I 
didn’t go to my law school graduation be¬ 
cause my father had died and I was al¬ 
ready working and didn’t have the money 
to fly back. Some hands are better than 
others. Having parents who live to see 
their 90s is a good hand. Having a father 
die at 54, which is what happened to mine, 
is less good. But he smoked and drank, and 
he didn’t exercise, and he didn’t take his 
blood pressure medicine, which doesn’t 
mean he deserved to die, but it should be a 
red flag for his children. 

The older you get the clearer it is that 
you can do everything right—get the tests 
and the checkups, eat the right foods, take 
the right vitamins, work out and meditate 
and the rest—and it won’t necessarily 
save you. Most of the oldest people I know 
tell me that luck matters. Of course it does. 
But counting on luck is pure foolishness. 

There are no guarantees, but regardless 
of your hand, there are better and worse 
ways to play it. We need a system in which 
everyone has access to health care so that 
all Americans have the chance to play 
their hands well. But having access is no 
guarantee. I have too many sad stories 
that prove it. 

For adults to avoid a colonoscopy be¬ 
cause they can’t face a night in the toilet is 
sheer foolishness. To skip a mammogram 
because you don’t like having your breasts 
squeezed between two plates is just silly 
It’s easy to start smoking when you’re 
young and stupid; it’s hard to stop smoking 
when you’re older and addicted. Believe 
me, I know. I tried eight times before I fi¬ 
nally succeeded in quitting at 33, and I still 
wince every time I get a chest X-ray But we 
all do hard things in life. We face days so 
much more difficult than one without a 
cigarette, or than a night spent in the toilet 
or an afternoon with your breasts 
squeezed between two plates. 

Get a good book, and get a colonoscopy 
I’m told you only have to drink half as 
much liquid as you used to. Take care.

Avoiding conflict isprofessional malfeasance 


Open Letter to the Christian County 
Board of Education: 

I will be retiring my position as Assis¬ 
tant Superintendent for Christian 
County Public Schools (CCPS) as of 
June 30,2012.1 have reservations about 
leaving this district at this time first and 
foremost because the job 1 came here to 
do is not finished. This district is on the 
cusp of true and lasting transition by 
institutionalizing the ex¬ 
pectations integral to a 
new vision. Most of the 
leadership is in place and 
now is the chance for the 
board to mandate that 
this is how we do things 
in Christian County, em¬ 
phasizing we will truly 
educate all students, put 
the burden on ourselves 
if any students are not 
learning, and be a stu¬ 
dent-centered as opposed to an adult- 
centered district. My second reservation 
is that this has been the most valuable 
four years of my career, working with 
and learning from some of the most 
competent and professional teachers 
and principals 1 have ever known. 1 do 
not know that I will ever be able to du¬ 
plicate this progressive working envi¬ 
ronment. 

When I accepted this position, I 
knew well the realities of trying to ac¬ 
complish a new vision. 1 knew there 
would be factions, some concerned, 
some disinterested, and others still 
who were actually satisfied with the 
status quo. 1 also knew of toxic school 
cultures which fend off innovation 
and best practices, and of the fact that 
the true leaders of most schools are 
not the administrators. 1 did not real¬ 
ize there was not community uproar 
over the long history of under-perfor¬ 
mance or that often the African-Amer¬ 
ican community’s voice is basically 
ignored. 1 thought a couple of urgent 


transformation years would create 
new expectations and then a general 
consensus would develop as we all 
worked toward the same kid-based 
goals. I did not realize that even after 
four years, CCPS would still be locked 
in the taxing transition stage. 

As 1 came into the district 1 found 
teachers who were competent, hard 
working and eager to be professionally 
developed as they faced the challenges 
in this district. They were willing to do 
anything possible for their kids. How¬ 
ever, some employees were recalcitrant 
and had a distinct air that they were 
untouchable. 1 would have liked to just 
say “please” and have behaviors 
change. However, that proved to not al¬ 
ways be an option. Intense private con¬ 
versations were required with some; 
pointed faculty meetings were needed 
with certain schools. If it required 
standing on a table to get people’s atten¬ 
tion, then 1 would have been remiss if 1 
had not done so. It was reported that 
tempers were lost and unprofessional¬ 
ism reigned; I will offer that inten¬ 
tional behaviors were resorted to in the 
name of kids and urgency. I have not 
lost my temper since I have been in 
Christian County; I have often inten¬ 
tionally spoken with directness and 
passion. The attitude of some in CCPS 
was that they were doing the best that 
could be done and as soon as you 
learned “our kids,” you would realize 
this. I was even challenged to go sub in 
our schools because then my expecta¬ 
tions would surely lower. 

I do not agree with those who believe 
there should be different expectations 
for the kids in Christian County. I have 
the same expectations for these kids as 
any others in the state. Data proves and 
Christian County has borne out over 
the years the truth that you get what 
you expect. I have now subbed in this 
district, and my expectations are 
higher than ever. 


I decided I was going to treat these 
kids just like they were my kids. When 
it comes to my kid, if “please” gets it 
done, than that is all that is said. I will 
go to the level necessary to make sure 
the expectation is not just heard, but is 
acted on. I am not a yeller or one who re¬ 
sorts to profanity, yet I have no doubt 
my intensity has caused my message to 
be screamed into a receiver’s conscious¬ 
ness. It has been said to me “Do you re¬ 
ally believe these African-American 
kids can achieve at the same level as the 
white kids? There’s no way; they don’t 
even have parents that show up!” And 
my first thought is, “Yes they do. Any¬ 
time a parent doesn’t show up for a 
child, I am going to show up for them.” 
As a professional public educator, that is 
part of my job description. 

Change does make people uncomfort¬ 
able. As it was said to me multiple 
times, “It’s about time! I had that 
teacher, my child had that teacher; 
everybody knows that are not any good, 
and nobody in this community has ever 
done anything about it!” I knew the 
leadership of the new superintendent 
and knew the tough issues would be ad¬ 
dressed, especially those most are un¬ 
willing to address. Avoidance of conflict 
is professional malfeasance. 

Anyone who chooses public education 
as their career should be a learner and a 
student of pedagogy. They must be a 
reader of professional literature in 
order to be informed by the best and the 
brightest in the field. Bringing a per¬ 
sonal opinion is not as valuable as 
bringing an intentionally informed con¬ 
clusion. If you are going to lead, you 
must find out what is going on in high 
performing schools, districts and re¬ 
search settings, the only efficient 
medium being targeted visits and the 
professional literature. To convey only 
what is personally encountered in lim¬ 
ited employment positions is unprofes¬ 
sional and provincial. I have been 


struck by the island mentality of Chris¬ 
tian County; a pervasive attitude that 
this is the only community with these 
realities. In truth, multiple communi¬ 
ties have the exact same issues and have 
overcome them. We must access and uti¬ 
lize best practice. To demand this is job 
one for a school board. 

The needed best practices are easily 
learned, have been repeatedly con¬ 
firmed, and are not highly complicated. 
However, they do require hard work. I 
also knew under the leadership of the 
new superintendent there was going to 
be no choice and the brutal facts were 
going to be discussed and remedied. We 
were going to be expected to find the an¬ 
swers. It was obvious that the leaders 
and teachers needed for the new vision 
were already in the district, they just 
were not in the leadership roles, and 
their voice was not carrying the day. I 
personally witnessed this new superin¬ 
tendent “standing up for the under¬ 
served kids of this community.” I am 
concerned why it was not done before 
he arrived and now, since his voice has 
been silenced, I wonder who is going to 
stand up. I am reminded of Dr. King’s 
statement that when the civil rights 
struggle is looked back upon, it will not 
be the overt racists who are critiqued, it 
will be those who stood by and said 
nothing and therefore empowered them. 

I will always remember Christian 
County Public Schools as the work place 
of the best educators I have ever known, 
as the place I would go to recruit teach¬ 
ers and principals for any school or dis¬ 
trict I was to lead, and the home of some 
of the best and most enjoyable kids I 
have ever encountered. This is the place 
where diversity and the initiatives that 
are now in this district could create the 
ultimate educational system.

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Legislation will crack down on synethnic drug trade 


W hen it comes to synthetic drugs in 
Kentucky, the news over the last 
several years has been both bad and 
good On the downside, we were among 
the first states to see just how dangerous 
these unregulated, highly toxic sub¬ 
stances are. On the positive side, howev¬ 
er, we are also among the 
leaders in getting these 
drugs off of the shelves. 

Our work at the state 
level in this area began 
two years ago, when the 
General Assembly out¬ 
lawed K2, a synthetic 
marijuana, and salvia, a 
naturally occurring, 
mind-altering plant. We 
expanded that list last 
year to cover those drugs 
often intentionally mislabeled as bath 
salts or plant food. 

While these two laws been very effec¬ 
tive, we have found that it has been a cat- 
and-mouse game, especially since the 
legislature can only enact new laws once 
every year. The underground chemists 
have been able to change the formulas of 
these drugs faster than the law can keep 
up. Many local governments, certainly 
those in our region, have helped by en¬ 
acting their own ordinances. 

Our overall approach will be improved 
if legislation I am sponsoring this year 
is enacted. Instead of going after the 
drugs individually year after year, we 
would group them in classes, something 
that has worked well in other areas of 
the drug law. By broadening the range of 
these illegal drugs — none of which 
have any other commercial use — it will 
be much tougher for the chemists to sim¬ 
ply tweak their formulas as they have 
done in the past. We have also strength¬ 


ened the counterfeit drug statute to pros¬ 
ecute those who sell simulated drugs, an 
innovative strategy that complements 
this comprehensive approach. 

This legislation. House Bill 481, was 
approved unanimously on Wednesday by 
the House Judiciary Committee, which I 
oversee as chairman. Before we voted, 
we saw videos of the devastation these 
drugs can cause, and I told my fellow 
committee members about the effect 
they have had on our own community. 

The need to act now is clear. In 2010, 
for example, the American Association 
of Poison Control Centers said there 
were 3,200 calls nationally involving syn¬ 
thetic drugs. Last year, that number 
jumped to 13,000.1 have no doubt that the 
figure wiU be much higher this year.

Jardine, 
Joseph 
lead ’Cuse 
against 
Cardinals 

SYRACUSE, N.Y (AP) — 
Jim Boeheim is cruising to¬ 
ward the 900th victory of 
his impressive coaching ca¬ 
reer at Syracuse, and he’s 
made a point in his 36 years 
at the helm of making sure 
he has veterans on the ros¬ 
ter each season. 

This year is better than 
most with fifth-year gradu¬ 
ate student Scoop Jardine 
and senior Kris Joseph. 

“They’ve been winners,” 
Boeheim said. “They’re the 
first group that’s won two 
undisputed league champi¬ 
onships. They’ve just had 
tremendous careers. 
They’ve been great players 
and great leaders.” 

And a big reason why the 
second-ranked Orange (29- 
1, 16-1 Big East), who have 
clinched the Big East title, 
have been ranked in the top 
five nationally all season. 
Jardine and Joseph will 
play their final home game 
in the Carrier Dome today 
against No. 19 Louisville 
(22-8,10-7). 

“Just winning the game is 
the main thing, reaUy” said 
Joseph, who’s been on the 
floor for 114 wins in his Syra¬ 
cuse career, the most in 
school history “It’s definitely 
hard to believe (it’s over). I 
just want to go out winning 
my last home game, get a 
win for the team.” 

Ditto for Jardine. 

Jardine grew up in 
Philadelphia, where his 
mom and grandmother 
made sure he steered clear 
of trouble. 

But during his freshman 
year Jardine was caught 
using another student’s meal 
card. He was placed on pro¬ 
bation and nearly expeUed. 

Jardine put that behind 
him, redshirted as a sopho¬ 
more to heal a shin prob¬ 
lem, then joined Joseph as 
the first two players off the 
bench in 2009-10 as he 
began to mature. 

He figures he’ll be fight¬ 
ing back tears come today, 
when a crowd of more than 
30,000 will bid farewell. 

“It’s going to be emotional, 
five years coming to this 
point,” Jardine said. “The 
most important thing about 
me and my senior day — 
that’s to win against 
Louisville. We’ve got a 
chance to beat them two 
times in the season. To beat 
them twice in a season would 
be something special.” 

Jardine, one of 11 final¬ 
ists for the Bob Cousy 
Award and the only point 
guard on the list from the 
Big East, has been playing 
at a high level throughout 
the conference schedule. In 
wins over Providence and 
Pittsburgh, he had 22 
points, 21 assists and only 
three turnovers. And he’s 
performed admirably at 
crunch time in the Or¬ 
ange’s close games. 

Jardine, who’s averaging 
8.9 points and five assists, 
has hit 18 of 50 (36 percent) 
from beyond the arc this 
season in conference, a 
tick better than Joseph’s 
total of 24 of 70 (34.3 per¬ 
cent). Joseph leads the Or¬ 
ange in scoring at 14.2 
points per game and has el¬ 
evated his level of play late 
in the season. 

Since losing at Notre 
Dame in late January, Syra¬ 
cuse has won nine straight. 
Among those triumphs 
were a three-point overtime 
win over Georgetown, two- 
point victories over West 
Virginia and Connecticut, 
and a one-point squeaker at 
Louisville, which snapped a 
seven-game losing streak to 
the Cardinals. 

The Cardinals would like 
nothing better than to exact 
revenge against Syracuse 
on a special day for the Or¬ 
ange’s two leaders, and 
they’ll be motivated. 
Louisville lost at home to 
South Florida, 58-51 on 
Wednesday night, the final 
home game for seniors 
Chris Smith, Kyle Kuric 
and Jared Swopshire. 

Syracuse’s C.J. Fair has 
other ideas. 

“It (a win) is something 
we owe to our seniors,” Fair 
said. “We just want to end 
the season strong going 
into the postseason.”

Not bad for a 5-foot-7 kid 
from Brooklyn, N.Y, consid¬ 
ered too sm^ to make a sig¬ 
nificant impact in college. 

“He’s had an incredible ca¬ 
reer for a guy his size,” 
Donovan said. “It’s pretty 
impressive. He’s had a really 
good career, and he’s been a 
part of a lot of winning, too, 
which has been great.” 

But Donovan believes 
Walker could do more. 

“He’s always been very 
compliant, he’s coachable, 
he’s a great kid, he does aU 
of that stuff,” Donovan 
said. “But some of the 
stuff that could take our 
team to a different level. 
I’m not so sure he’s capable 
or wants to. Sometimes 
with him, because he is a 
very internally deep-rooted 
thinking kid, sometimes 
when you make a player 
start worry about other 
players, it becomes too 
much for them.” 

It’s not Walker’s fault. 

After all, he came to 


Florida as part of a re¬ 
cruiting class that included 
guard Ray Shipman, for¬ 
ward Allan Chaney and big 
men Kenny Kadji and Eloy 
Vargas. Shipman trans¬ 
ferred to Central Florida to 
play football. Chaney 
moved on to Virginia Tech. 
Kadji is starting at Miami. 
Vargas is making his sec¬ 
ond trip to Gainesville as a 
bench player for the Wild¬ 
cats (29-1,15-0). 

Donovan has surrounded 
Walker with talent from 
Kenny Boynton and 
Bradley Beal in the back- 
court to Patric Young in 
the low post. Donovan had 
hoped it would take some 
pressure off Walker to 
score, and before the sea¬ 
son, the coach challenged 
his point guard to lead the 
conference in assists. 

Walker ranks fourth be¬ 
hind Mississippi State’s 
Dee Best, Kentucky’s Mar¬ 
quis Teague and Vander¬ 
bilt’s Brad Tinsley. 

Walker is averaging 12.6 
points, 4.7 assists and 3.0 


rebounds. More than half 
his points come from be¬ 
hind the 3-point line. Fans 
often cringe when he 
drives into the lane and 
when he has the ball and is 
looking to make a play at 
the end of a half. Neither is 
his specialty. 

So how does he want peo¬ 
ple to remember his ca¬ 
reer? 

“A tough kid that played 
his heart out for Florida,” 
Walker said. 

Maybe so. 

But Donovan would 
rather Walker have become 
a tough kid who played his 
heart out — and wore it on 
his sleeve. 

“We don’t have somebody 
grabbing somebody by the 
shirt and pulling guys in 
here and having one clear 
voice on the floor all the 
time,” Donovan said. 
“When we’re playing well, 
it all kind of flows together. 
But when we’re not, when 
we’re in those battles and 
those struggles and those 
challenges, we need some 
of that.”

Moccla noted 
that SlU has lost six of 
the 11 players who 
made up what had 
been promising sign¬ 
ing classes In 2008 and 
‘09 to transfers. 

Lowery played at 
SlU In the early 1990s.

STATE COLLEGE, 
Pa. (AP) — Penn State 
authorities are look¬ 
ing for a driver who 
knocked down and 
stole the sign for “Pa- 
ternovlUe” outside 
Beaver Stadium. 

The campus police 
said Friday surveil¬ 
lance cameras cap¬ 
tured Images of a 
driver damaging 
gates, driving on grass 
and knocking over the 
Paternovllle marker 
and another sign at 
about 4 a.m. Tuesday 

The vehicle’s a gray 
or silver sedan and 
may be a Toyota. Im¬ 
ages of the car are 
posted on the school’s 
website. 

Paternovllle Is the 
site of a tent encamp¬ 
ment outside Beaver 
Stadium where stu¬ 
dents wait to get the 
best seats for home 
football games. It’s 
named for Joe Pa- 
terno, the longtime 
football coach who 
died of lung cancer 
earlier this year. 


NEW YORK (AP) — 
New Orleans Saints play¬ 
ers and at least one assis¬ 
tant coach maintained a 
bounty pool of up to 
$50,000 the last three sea¬ 
sons to reward game¬ 
ending Injuries Inflicted 
on opposing players. In¬ 
cluding Brett Favre and 
Kurt Warner, the NFL 
said Friday “Knockouts” 
were worth $1,500 and 
“cart-offs” $1,000, with 
payments doubled or 
tripled for the playoffs. 

The NFL said the pool 
amounts reached then- 
height in 2009, the year the 
Saints won the Super Bowl. 

The league said be¬ 
tween 22 and 27 defen¬ 
sive players were 
involved in the program 
and that it was adminis¬ 
tered by defensive coor¬ 
dinator Gregg Williams, 
with the knowledge of 
coach Sean Payton. 

Williams apologized 
for his role, saying: “It 
was a terrible mistake, 
and we knew it was 
wrong while we were 
doing it.” 

No punishments have 
been handed out, but 
they could include sus¬ 
pension, fines and loss of 
draft picks. The NFL said 
the findings were corrob¬ 
orated by multiple, inde¬ 
pendent sources, during 
an investigation by the 
league’s security depart¬ 
ment. 

Players contributed 
cash to the pool, at times 
large amounts, and in 
some cases the money 
pledged was directed 
against a specific per¬ 
son, the NFL said. 

“The payments here 
are particularly troubling 
because they involved not 
just payments for ‘perfor¬ 
mance,’ but also for injur¬ 
ing opposing players,” 
Commissioner Roger 
Goodell said in a state¬ 
ment. “The bounty rule 
promotes two key ele¬ 
ments of NFL football: 
player safety and compet¬ 
itive integrity” 

All payouts for specific 
performances in a game, 
including interceptions 
or causing fumbles, are 
against NFL rules. The 


NFL also warns teams 
against such practices 
before each season. 

“It is our responsibil¬ 
ity to protect player 
safety and the integrity 
of our game, and this 
type of conduct will not 
be tolerated,” Goodell 
said. “We have made sig¬ 
nificant progress in 
changing the culture 
with respect to player 
safety and we are not 
going to relent. We have 
more work to do and we 
wiUdoit.” 

Asked about potential 
criminal charges, NFL 
spokesman Greg Aiello 
said: 

“We believe that any 
violation of league rules 
should and will be han¬ 
dled by the commis¬ 
sioner.” 

“Cart-offs” are defined 
by the NFL as a player 
being carried off the 
field; “knockouts” as 
when a player cannot re¬ 
turn to the game. 

The league absolved 
Saints owner Tom Ben¬ 
son of any blame, but said 
the investigation showed 
Payton and general man¬ 
ager Mickey Loomis 
knew about the “pay for 
performance” program. 

“Although head coach 
Sean Payton was not a 
direct participant in the 
funding or administra¬ 
tion of the program, he 
was aware of the allega¬ 
tions, did not make any 
detailed inquiry or oth¬ 
erwise seek to learn the 
facts, and failed to stop 
the bounty program. He 
never instructed his as¬ 
sistant coaches or play¬ 
ers that a bounty 
program was improper 
and could not continue,” 
the NFL said. 

When informed about 
it earlier this year, the 
NFL said Benson di¬ 
rected Loomis to “en¬ 
sure that any bounty 
program be discontin¬ 
ued immediately.” How¬ 
ever, the NFL’s report 
said evidence showed 
Loomis didn’t carry out 
Benson’s directions and 
that in 2010 Loomis de¬ 
nied any knowledge of a 
bounty program. 


BOSTON (AP) — Paul 
Pierce had 27 points and 
eight assists, and the 
Boston Celtics got back 
above .500 with their 
third straight win, beat¬ 
ing the New Jersey Nets 
107-94 on Friday night. 

Kevin Garnett added 20 
points and 10 rebounds for 
his second straight double¬ 
double and third in four 
games. Former University 
of Kentucky star Rajon 
Rondo joined him with a 
double-double, finishing 
with 14 points and 13 as¬ 
sists for Boston (18-17).

FIVE TIME’S FRUSTRATIONS Since 
winning the Daytona 500 in 2006, 
five-time champion Jimmie Johnson 
has experienced nothing but hard 
luck in The Great American Race. In 
his last six Daytona 500 starts, John¬ 
son has finished 39th, 27th, 31st, 
35th, 27th and 42nd for an average 
of 33.5. In the five seasons prior to 
the skid, he had averaged a 5.8-place 
showing. 

0-FER-THREE Danica Patrick’s 
much-hyped Speedweeks came at a 
costly price. She crashed out of the 
three races she entered — the 
Gatorade Duel, the Drive4C0PD 300 
and the Daytona 500. In her defense, 
Patrick was not the catalyst for any of 
the accidents. Rather, she was swept 
up in wrecks often seen in tandem- 
and pack-racing events. Patrick will 
run a full Nationwide Series schedule 
this year but will not participate in 
another Cup event until the Southern 
500 at Darlington Raceway in May. 

NO. 300 Matt Kenseth’s win in the 
Daytona 500 was the 300th victory for 
Roush Fenway Racing in NASCAR 
competition. The total encompasses 
the Cup, Nationwide and Truck Series. 
Kenseth is credited with 31 of those 
triumphs, 22 of which have come on 
the Cup circuit. 

NOT QUITE 200 Meanwhile, Rick 
Hendrick is stuck on 199 career Cup 
wins as a team owner. Dale Earnhardt 
Jr. nearly made No. 200 a special one, 
as he finished second in the Daytona 
500. Across NASCAR’s three touring 
series, Hendrick claims 247 wins. 
Twenty three of the victories have 
come in the Nationwide Series, while 
25 have come in the Truck ranks.

Matt Kenseth wins 
wild Daytona 500 
over Earnhardt, Biffle

The 1979 Daytona 500 is consid¬ 
ered by many to be the most note¬ 
worthy in the event’s 54-year 
history. A snowstorm blanketed 
much of the East Coast, providing a 
captivated audience; a last-lap battle 
for the win, ending in a wreck and a 
surprise winner; and of course, an 
infamous post-race fight in the in¬ 
field between Cale Yarborough and 
brothers Bobby and Donnie Allison. 

The 2012 edition of The Great 
American Race did its best to top it. 
And just may have done so. 

Rained out for the first time ever, 
the Daytona 500 took NASCAR’s 
premier turn on a weeknight, prime¬ 
time slot on network television, and 
it didn’t take long for the storylines 
to develop. A wreck on Lap 2 elim¬ 
inated five-time champion Jimmie 
Johnson, along with Kurt Busch, 
Danica Patrick, Trevor Bayne and 
David Ragan. 

A somewhat subdued period fol¬ 
lowed, as drivers filed in line, ran in 
formation and waited to make their 
moves as the possibility of rain kept 
crew chiefs chewing their pencils. A 
Ryan Newman single-car spin, a 
blown engine in Jeff Gordon’s Chevy 
and another blown powerplant, this 
in David Stremme’s ride, punctuated 
a largely two-by-two affair. 

And then, it all went up in flames. 

While under caution for Stremme’s 
blown engine, Juan Pablo Montoya’s 
rear wheels locked up as he was 
catching up to the field due to a faulty 
transmission. His No. 42 Chevy 
crashed violently into a jet dryer that 
was blowing debris off of the track, 
igniting the safety vehicle into a ball 
of jet-fueled fire. Two hundred gal¬ 
lons of jet fuel burned on the track as 


safety personnel attempted to put out 
the blaze and then remove the vehicle 
while questions circulated that the 
race may not be resumed. 

A two hour and five minute red-flag 
period ensued while NASCAR and 
track personnel repaired the surface, 
cleaning the spilled fuel and patching 
damaged areas of the surface. Mean¬ 
while, drivers exited their parked cars 
on the backstretch, taking to Twitter 
— Brad Keselowski is believed to 
have gained 55,000 followers during 
the break — huddling around un¬ 
likely leader Dave Blaney’s car and 
doing television interviews. 

Once racing resumed — at mid¬ 
night in the Eastern Time Zone — 
and with 40 laps remaining. Matt 
Kenseth inherited the lead. And it 
was a lead he would hold for the du¬ 
ration, which included two addi¬ 
tional wrecks, the first with 13 laps 
to go that involved seven cars and 
the second, an eight-car affair that 
took the race into a green-white- 
checker finish. 

In the two-lap overtime conclu¬ 
sion, Kenseth held off teammate 
Greg Biffle and Dale Earnhardt Jr. 
when the pair failed to piece to¬ 
gether a run that could dethrone 
Kenseth’s powerful Eord. 

Earnhardt squeezed by Biffle for 


second. Denny Hamlin and Jeff Bur¬ 
ton rounded out the top 5. 

For Kenseth, it was his second win 
of Speedweeks 2012 after taking 
checkers in his Gatorade Duel race 
on Thursday, and his second Day¬ 
tona 500 triumph in the last four 
years. 

“Our car, for some reason, was a 
lot faster out front than it was in traf¬ 
fic,” Kenseth said. “It took a long 
time to get to the front, but like 
Thursday (in the Duel) once we 
were in the front, it was hard for 
anybody to get locked onto you.” 

While the final lap may have 
lacked the fireworks seen in the ’79 
edition, the rest of the event cer¬ 
tainly had more twists, turns and 
downright surreal circumstances. 
And Earnhardt, for one, was just 
happy to get out of a long Speed- 
weeks with a clean car and a solid 
finish. 

“You know, you bring such a nice 
car down here, and the chances of 
you tearing it up is pretty high. Odds 
are always kind of high you get 
caught up in something like what we 
saw at the end of the race. But I was 
really happy to be able to take the 
car home in one piece, and liked the 
way the motor ran, liked the way the 
car drove.” 


■ Among active, full-time Cup drivers, Dale Earn¬ 
hardt Jr. holds the best average finish in points- 
paying races at Daytona International Speedway. 

With his runner-up showing in the Daytona 500 Earnhardt owns a 
14.5-place average showing in 25 events. He has two wins, nine 
top 5s and 14 top 10s to his credit. 

Next on the list is Clint Bowyer, who averages a 14.8-place finish 
in 13 DIS starts. Kevin Harvick (16.0/22 starts), Jeff Gordon (16.2/39 
starts) and Tony Stewart (16.7/27 starts) round out the top 5. 

■ NASCAR will not penalize Brad Keselowski, driver of the No. 2 
Penske Racing Dodge, for his use of Twitter during the Daytona 500. 
“Nothing we’ve seen from Keselowski violates any current rules 
pertaining to the use of social media during races,” a NASCAR re¬ 
lease stated. “As such, he won’t be penalized. We encourage our 
drivers to use social media to express themselves as long as they 
do so without risking their safety or that of others.” 


■ Juan Pablo Montoya was involved in one of the 
most bizarre accidents ever witnessed in the Day¬ 
tona 500 — or any NASCAR race, for that matter — 
when he crashed into a jet dryer, igniting the vehicle and prompting 
a red flag condition for over two hours. 

“I told them when I left the pits something wasn’t right and I felt a 
weird vibration when we were with the pack,” Montoya said. “Every 
time I got on the gas, it vibrated. So, I came back in and they 
checked the rear end and they said it was OK. 

“I was going down the back straightaway, and I was going in fourth 
gear, but, we weren’t even going that fast. I got on the brakes to 
travel up and while I was telling the spotter to have a look on how 
the rear was moving, the car just turned right.” 

The driver of the jet dryer was taken for observation, but was unhurt. 

“He came with me (in the ambulance),” Montoya said. “He was 
pretty scared, but he looked OK.”

Slick 50 500 at Phoenix International Raceway. 

Terry Labonte, in his first season with Hen¬ 
drick Motorsports, was in complete control, 
leading 104 of the final 105 laps in his No. 5 
Kellogg’s Chevy to notch his third win of the 
season. Meanwhile, Dale Earnhardt was in 
complete control of the standings, cruising to 
championship No. 7 by a 440-plus-point mar¬ 
gin. 

Although he would finish 34th, a 36-year-old 
by the name of Ron Hornaday Jr. led the first 
lap in a NASCAR touring series race of his ca¬ 
reer. Hornaday and car owner Wayne Spears 
emerged from the Winston West Series to par¬ 
ticipate in limited Cup races west of the Mis¬ 
sissippi River until Hornaday’s star rose the 
following year when he won six of 20 races in 
the Trucks Series’ inaugural campaign.

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Warmer conditions 
make for good fishing 


B oth Kentucky and 
Barkley lakes are 
presently 2 feet 
over winter pool levels. 
You can get up to date in¬ 
formation on both lakes 
by visiting www.kentuck- 
ylake.com. 

The largemouth bite is 
good on both lakes and is 
in a late winter pattern. 
But that should change 
real soon. 

The crappie bite is 
being reported as im¬ 
proved. The catfish are 
holding offshore and the 
bite is reported as good. 

The water conditions 
are stained on both lakes 
with water temperatures 
in the mid to upper 40’s. 
You can monitor water 
levels and generation 
schedules for both lakes 
at www.lakeinfo.tva.gov. 

Local anglers report the 
largemouth bass bite as 
good. We’ve been very 
lucky so far this year to 
have a very mild winter 
and all signs point to it 
continuing right into 
spring. This unseason¬ 
ably warm weather has 
really helped the fishing 
conditions with large¬ 
mouth being taken on pri¬ 
mary points and ledges on 
the main lakes as well as 
on deep pea gravel bars. 
These fish like so many 


others this year are 
falling victim to the Ala¬ 
bama rigs, swim baits, 
suspending jerk baits and 
jigs. 

Local anglers report the 
smallmouth bass im¬ 
proved. 
Small- 
mouth 
are 
being 
taken on 
the same 
patterns 
men¬ 
tioned 
above 
for the 
large¬ 
mouth. 

Local 
anglers 
are re¬ 
porting 
the crap¬ 
pie bite 
as improved. Reports 
have good numbers of 
crappie being caught by 
spider rigging over brush 
piles on the main lake 
ledges in 15-25 feet of 
water. A few anglers are 
catching a few nice crap- 
pies in the creeks and bays 
over brush in the 10-15 feet 
range of water using min¬ 
nows under bobbers on 
warmer days. Crappie are 
being taken on South 
Barkley shallow in 4 to 5 


feet of water on mud flats 
by casting tube jigs. 

Local anglers are re¬ 
porting the white bass 
bite as good. These fish 
have schooling on main 
lake points located at the 
mouths of the creeks and 
bays to feed on the nu¬ 
merous schools of shad. 
These fish are hitting in¬ 
line spinners, spoons and 
small crankbaits cast into 
the schools. 

Local anglers are re¬ 
porting the rockfish/hy- 
brid bite as good: These 
fish are showing up below 
the dams of both rivers 
and at the spill ways of 
the Cumberland City 
Steam Plant located on 
the Cumberland River up¬ 
stream from Dover, Tenn. 

These fish are being 
taken on flukes fished on 
jig heads, swimbaits pre¬ 
sented as single bait or on 
a three-armed Alabama 
rig if you’re in Ten¬ 
nessee. The best bite 
seems to be coming dur¬ 
ing low light hours.

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Unusual fishing experience 


his has been a very 
unusual winter 
season to say the 
least — if you can even 
call it a winter. I’ve never 
witnessed so much rain, 
which has subsequently 
prevented us from fish¬ 
ing the waters of all our 
area lakes and rivers. 

The water tempera¬ 
tures on the lakes never 
got below 48 degrees to 
my knowledge, and that 
is unheard of this time 
of year. 

Escalating gas prices, 
Kentucky Lake out of 
service —what’s next? 
This particular 
upbeat/glass-half-full- 
fisherman believes that 
things can only get bet¬ 
ter. The flowers are al¬ 
ready in bloom, and I 
even noticed some dog¬ 
woods displaying their 
color. It’s difficult to com¬ 
prehend that the yellow 
mustard flowers next to 
the banks were standing 
tall for everyone to ad¬ 
mire — unreal! 

The few trips we have 
taken to the lakes have 
seen sunny days with 
warm temperatures al¬ 
lowing us to wear short 
sleeve shirts and sandals 
at times. Can this last, or 
will Mother Nature have 
something shocking in 
store for us in the near 
future? I’ve seen March 
or April quickly turn 
into some of our worst 
weather months of the 
season. Be prepared, my 
friends. 

In spite of all these 
phenomena it has actu¬ 
ally been a great fishing 
winter with lots of win¬ 
ter crappie, stripes, and 
saugar being taken from 


area lakes and rivers. I 
had several conversa¬ 
tions with anglers 
who were having great 
success crappie fishing 
on Kentucky Lake in 
Jonathan Creek. Two 
weeks ago there were 
more 
than 75 
boats 
fishing 
that bay 
alone 
with 
great 
creel 
num¬ 
bers and 
nice size 
crappie. 

You 
know, 
that re¬ 
minds 
me of a 
couple 
of ques¬ 
tions many people have 
asked me over the years. 
When I tell people 
that I’ve been fishing 
this time of year the 
questions most often 
asked are— isn’t it too 
cold for the fish to bite? 
Don’t they hibernate for 
the winter? 

My reply has always 
been, “ They have to eat 
too, and they’re not rep¬ 
tiles or furbearing ani¬ 
mals that stay 
underground aU winter 
to sleep or slow down 
their heart rates. Conse¬ 
quently, they don’t burn 
energy. People do go ice 
fishing, you know. That 
water is 32 degrees, or 
even lower at times.” 

Anyway, back to a re¬ 
cent fishing experience. 
A few friends and I went 
on a successful trip to 


Lake Barkley We decided 
to keep several fish 
each for a fresh evening 
dinner meal. We were at 
our designated location 
dividing the bounty up so 
everyone would have 
their fair share. I placed 
the cooler on top of the 
boat rariing and separated 
the fish out accordingly 

Everyone headed 
for home with visions of 
sitting at their tables en¬ 
joying a meal of fish and 
various side dishes. Off I 
went, heading onto the 
main highway. I was sud¬ 
denly startled by a loud 
thudding noise behind 
me. Looking through the 
rear view mirror, I saw 
my cooler hitting the 
pavement with fish slid¬ 
ing down the highway in 
aU directions. 

One of the other fel¬ 
lows who was behind me 
quickly alerted me 
by calling my ceU phone. 
He informed me of the 
tragedy of which I was 
already quite aware. We 
stopped and immediately 
began the challenging 
task of retrieving frolick¬ 
ing fish on the highway 

We were quite a sight as 
we chased our catch in the 
middle of a four lane high¬ 
way with cars rapidly ap¬ 
proaching in all 
directions. It was a hum¬ 
bling experience, to say 
the least. 

AU ended well, and not 
one fish was left behind.. 

By the way, the meal 
later that night was deli¬ 
cious.

March fishmg madness 

White bass run just around the comer

FRANKFORT, Ky. — Looking back at 
old photos from the 1950s and 1960s in 
Happy Hunting Ground magazine, the 
precursor of Kentucky Afield maga¬ 
zine, you see anglers wading in the Dix 
River in spring with strings of fat white 
bass tied to their belts. The spring white 
bass runs in the headwaters of Lake 
Herrington and up into the Dix River 
drew anglers from all over central Ken¬ 
tucky and beyond when the dogwoods 
bloomed in late March and April. 

The drought years of the late 1980s 
and early 1990s impacted the strong 
spring flow that white bass need to 
spawn. White bass populations all over 
the South declined, precipitously in 
some waters. 

Herrington Lake was one of those 
waters where white bass populations 
fell dramatically. By the late 1990s and 
the early 2000s, the famous white bass 
runs dwindled to a shell of their former 
greatness. The population bottomed 
out, but once regular spring tides re¬ 
turned, so did the white bass runs. 

“There are now fantastic white bass 
at Herrington,” said Kathryn Emme, as¬ 
sistant central district fisheries biolo¬ 
gist for the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. “We see 
many fish from 14 to 16 inches. The Her¬ 
rington Lake white bass are bigger and 
better than most of our lakes in our re¬ 
gion, except Taylorsville.” 

Anglers targeting white bass in Her¬ 
rington may launch at Bryant’s Camp 
Boat Ramp and continue upstream until 
the lake returns to the rocky pool and 
riffle of the Dix River. They may en¬ 
counter white bass jumping anywhere 
in this stretch. 

White bass showed up in Taylorsville 
Lake in the early 1990s. They didn’t ap¬ 
pear in the early years of the lake, but 
now they make one of the strongest 
spring runs in Kentucky. 

Boating anglers after Taylorsville 
Lake white bass may launch at the Van 
Buren Boat Ramp and continue up¬ 


stream. Bank anglers may use the Palmer 
Road access off Pleasant Grove Ridge 
Road. They may also access the river at 
the Kentucky 248 Bridge. Both of these 
access points lie inside the Taylorsville 
Lake Wildlife Management Area. 

Other waters in Kentucky offer pro¬ 
ductive spring white bass fishing. A 
stocking program begun in 2006 placed 
tens of thousands of white bass into the 
Kentucky River. They congregate in 
spring below locks and dams on the 
river with some fish up to 12 inches long. 

The tailwaters of Kentucky Lake and 
Lake Barkley also have good spring 
white bass fishing. 

With water temperatures pushing up 
through the 50 degree mark, the spring 
white bass runs are right at the 
doorstep. 

“With the warm winter we’ve had, 
the runs are probably going to be early 
this year,” explained Emme. “They 
could start soon.” 

When white bass make their spring 
spawning runs and show up in num¬ 
bers, the fishing is practically non-stop. 
They churn the water surface from 
bank to bank when they get into the 
“jumps” and gorge on baitfish. Any lure 
cast into this frothy water gets immedi¬ 
ately crushed, hence the extreme popu¬ 
larity of white bass fishing in spring. 

White bass hit small topwaters such 
as shad-colored propeller baits, chug- 
gers and popping baits. They also strike 
small silver casting spoons, chrome lip¬ 
less crankbaits and white or chartreuse 
in-line spinners. 

The most reliable and versatile lure 
is an old standby: a white 3-inch curly- 
tailed grub rigged on a 1/4-ounce lead- 
head. A little heavier leadhead gives an 
angler extra casting distance. 

When you encounter a school of ma¬ 
rauding white bass, work the grub near 
the surface first. If no fish strike, let the 
lure sink a few feet before retrieving.

PALM BEACH GARDENS, Fla. 
(AP) — Justin Rose keeps preach¬ 
ing par is a good score at PGA Na¬ 
tional. Thanks to a string of birdies 
Friday, he carved out another 66 to 
share the lead with Tom Gillis in 
the Honda Classic. 

Three birdies over the last five 
holes also kept Rory Mcllroy in the 
chase for No. 1 in the world. 

“StiU a lot of golf left — 36 holes,” 
Mcllroy said after a 67 in the breezy, 
balmy afternoon. ‘T just need to keep 
doing the same things, try to drive the 
ball in the fairway and give myself 
loads of opportunities, and try and 
take a few. Because you don’t need to 
make tons of birdies out here.” 

Maybe not, but that was the recipe 
for Brian Harman, who shattered 
the course record by three shots and 
even flirted with golf’s magic num¬ 
ber before he had to settle for par on 
the 543-yard closing hole for a 61. 

Birdies also helped Tiger Woods, 
though not enough to offset a tee shot 
into the water on the par-3 fifth for a 
double bogey in his round of 68 that 
put him seven shots out of the lead. 

Rose made five birdies in a nine- 
hole stretch in the middle of his 
round and was at 10 under until 
back-to-back bogeys, an example of 
how this course can stop momen¬ 
tum quickly He wound up at 8-under 
132 with Gillis, a 43-year-old jour¬ 
neyman who had a 64 and is atop the 
leaderboard for the first time after 
any round of a PGA Tour event. 

“You can’t play 36 holes around 
here and expect to come away with¬ 
out any bruises at all,” Rose said. 

Mcllroy, who would have to win 
the Honda Classic to replace Luke 
Donald atop the world ranking, was 
at 7 under along with Dicky Pride, 
who birdied his last hole for a 67. 

Harman, Jimmy Walker (67) and 
Monday qualifier Vaughn Taylor 
(66) were another shot back. 

The cut was at 141, the lowest since 
the Honda Classic moved to PGA 
National five years ago. 

Proof of the low scoring came 
from Harman, the rookie from Geor¬ 
gia who never imagined standing in 
the 18th fairway with a chance to 
shoot 59 with an eagle on the par 5. 
He gave it his best shot, leaving a hy¬ 
brid into the front bunker in an at¬ 
tempt to have a reasonable putt. 
Harman wound up missing a 5- 
footer and had to settle for par, 
though his 61 still broke the course 
record by three shots. 

For Woods, it was a matter of hitting 
the gas and slamming on the brakes. 

Woods stuffed an approach inside 
3 feet for birdie, then had to scram¬ 
ble for bogey. He bounced a tee shot 


off a spectator and turned that into 
birdie, only to hit his next tee shot 
into the water for double bogey. He 
closed with two birdies. 

“It was nice to get that kind of fin¬ 
ish because I was struggling today a 
little bit, trying to find a motion that 
was going to get the job done,” said 
Woods, whose 3-year-old son, Char¬ 
lie, watched him play a tournament 
for the first time. “Somehow, I man¬ 
aged to score.” 

He still didn’t score as well as so 
many others. 

Mcllroy ran off nine straight pars 
— he missed two birdie chances 
from 5 feet and another one from 12 
feet — until he made bogey from the 


bunker on the 13th hole. He an¬ 
swered with back-to-back birdies, 
from tap-in range on the 14th and a 
15-footer on the next hole, and then 
finished with a two-putt from 65 feet. 

“I had a few chances early on and 
didn’t take them,” Mcllroy said. 
“Kept making pars and making 
pars, and broke that run with a 
bogey on 13 which was frustrating. 
But to bounce back from that and 
birdie three of the last five holes was 
nice, and puts me in great position 
going into the weekend.” 

GiUis said his turning point came 
with a 25-foot par putt on the 10th, 
followed by three birdies over the 
next four holes.

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‘Not a Filin’ makes 


powerful statement

Everything about “This Is Not a 
Film” is cleverly deceptive, from the 
title that’s so self-deprecating, it 
sounds like a shrug to its long, first 
take to its many quiet moments to 
the peaceful demeanor of its central 
figure: acclaimed Iranian film¬ 
maker Jafar Panahi. 

But ultimately, in the span of just 
75 minutes, it reveals itself to be a 
powerful statement about nothing 
less than the paramount impor¬ 
tance of freedom and the driving 
urge for artistic expression. 

The documentary takes place en¬ 
tirely in Panahi’s Tehran apartment 
(with a few shots at the end in the el¬ 
evator) over the course of a single 
day. This is the place where he was 
forced to dwell under house arrest 
while appealing a sentence of six 
years in prison and a 20-year ban on 
filmmaking and conducting inter¬ 
views with foreign press. 

Panahi received this punishment 
for openly supporting the opposi- 


tion party in Iran’s 2009 election. 
He’s no longer under house arrest 
but remains in limbo while awaiting 
his fate. “This Is Not a Film” was 
smuggled out in a cake just in time 
for screening at last year’s Cannes 
Film Festival. His imprisonment 
has become a bit of a cause celebre, 
but its significance far transcends 
glittering Hollywood trappings. 

And so we see Panahi sitting at 
the kitchen table, having breakfast. 
He talks to his lawyer on speaker 
phone. He invites a friend over — 
whom we later learn is fellow film¬ 
maker Mojtaba Mirtahmasb — but 
is cryptic in his instructions. He 
smokes a cigarette out on the bal¬ 
cony and surveys the construction 
cranes that are altering his sur¬ 
roundings. 

But he punctuates these moments 
with interludes of obvious longing, 
as “This Is Not a Film” becomes 
both a tutorial and a celebration of 
moviemaking. 

With Mirtahmasb behind a digital 
video camera, Panahi takes us 
through the latest script he was hop¬ 


ing to shoot — blocks off part of his 
living room with tape, acts it out, ex¬ 
plains the motivations of the young 
woman who’s his lead character. He 
shows clips from previous films and 
tells stories from behind the scenes. 

At one subtly poignant point, he 
gets choked up from the sheer frus¬ 
tration of being restrained, from 
having his voice silenced. You don’t 
have to be familiar with this man’s 
body of work to feel a sympathetic 
connection with him. 

“This Is Not a Film” is simultane¬ 
ously depressing as hell and brim¬ 
ming with hope and defiance. With 
its stripped-down aesthetic, it finds 
poetry in the mundane and even 
boring details of daily life. And it’s 
an inspiring must-see for anyone 
who feels the urgent need to create 
something beautiful and meaning¬ 
ful, no matter the cost. 

“This Is Not a Film,” a Palisades 
Tartan release, is unrated but con¬ 
tains nothing that might be consid¬ 
ered objectionable for children. 
Running time: 75 minutes. Three 
and a half stars out of four.

‘Tim & Eric’ make 
leap to big screen 

The cult comedy of Tim Heidecker and Eric 
Wareheim gets its first big-screen showing, a 
faithful if not exceptional example of their 
unique brand of mania. 

Tim and Eric, given $1 billion by studio exec¬ 
utives to make a movie, have turned in a three- 
minute disaster no thanks to their spiritual 
guru, Jim Joe Kelly (Zach Galifianakis). They 
skip town, where they’re lured by promises of 
riches by a lunatic huckster (Will Ferrell), who 
hires them to manage his rundown mall. One of 
the mall’s residents is Taquito (John C. Reilly), 
a kind of sickly, grown orphan. But plot matters 
little: It’s the domino riffs of absurdity that can 
spiral out of control at any moment. 

For Heidecker and Wareheim, whose TV 
shows include “Tim and Eric Awesome Show, 
Great Job!” and “Tom Goes to the Mayor,” over- 
the-top isn’t something to be evaded, it’s an 
ethos. Packaged in public access TV production 
and frenzied, chopped-up editing, it has the 
hyper-pacing you’d expect to find in a Japanese 
TV commercial. The philosophy seems to be to 
take a risk, and then take 12 more. Certainly, a 
large percentage of the public will have no tol¬ 
erance for it, but if you go with it, there’s qual¬ 
ity absurdity here. 

R for strong crude and sexual content 
throughout, brief graphic nudity, pervasive lan¬ 
guage, comic violence and drug use. 94 minutes. 
Two stars out of four.

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MLB expands playoff format from 8 teams to 10

Molina and the Cardinals won the 2011 World 
Series. Major League Baseball announced Friday it would take 10 teams in 
the 2012 playoffs, two more than previously qualified for the playoffs. 


NEW YORK (AP) — With less than 
a month to go before opening day, 
baseball at last decided who’s in and 
who’s out come October. 

Now, even a third-place team can 
win the World Series. 

Major League Baseball made it of¬ 
ficial Friday, expanding the playoff 
format to 10 teams by adding a wild¬ 
card club to each league. 

“I hope we get that extra spot,” said 
new Houston Astros general man¬ 
ager Jeff Luhnow, whose team is 
coming off a 56-106 finish that was 
the worst in the majors. “I think it’s 
great any time you have more mar¬ 
kets involved.” 

Who knows, maybe a rookie such 
as Bryce Harper will get that shot 
this year. 

“Cool,” the 19-year-old Washin^on 
sensation said after a game against 
college kids. “It’s great. Hopefully, 
we’re that playoff team.” 

Boston and Atlanta sure could’ve 
used this setup last year. They went 
through awful collapses in Septem¬ 
ber that eventually cost them playoff 
spots on the final day of the season. 

“I think the more, the merrier,” 
new Red Sox manager Bobby Valen¬ 
tine said. “I think for the fans, the 
players, the energy at the end of the 
season, I don’t mind. What would it 
be, a third of the teams? I think it’U 
be good.” 

This is the first switch in MLB’s 
postseason format since the 1995 sea¬ 
son, when wild cards were first 
added. The move creates a new one- 
game, wild-card round in the AL and 
NL between the teams with the best 
records who are not division winners. 

“It’s a good thing for baseball. That

seems to be what the people want,” 
Detroit manager Jim Leyland said. 

“There are a lot of mixed emotions 
but as long as the playoffs don’t get 
watered down, it’s fine, but that won’t 
happen in baseball,” he said. 

The additions mean 10 of the 30 
MLB teams wiU get into the playoffs. 
That’s still fewer than in the other 
pro leagues —12 of 32 make it in the 
NFL, and 16 of 30 advance in the 
NBA and NHL. 

The long-expected decision was an¬ 
nounced less than an hour before 
Seattle and Oakland started the exhi¬ 
bition season. On March 28, the 
Mariners and Athletics will play the 
big league opener in Tokyo. 

“This change increases the re¬ 
wards of a division championship 
and allows two additional markets to 
experience playoff baseball each 


year,” Commissioner Bud Selig said 
in a statement. 

Also, a tweak: For the 2012 postsea¬ 
son, the five-game division series will 
begin with two home games for lower 
seeds, followed by home games for 
the higher seed. After that, it will re¬ 
turn to the 2-2-1 format previously 
used. 

MLB said that with schedules al¬ 
ready drawn for this season, the post¬ 
season had to be compressed to fit in 
the extra games. Hence, fewer off- 
days for travel. 

“I don’t think it really changes the 
way you look at this season. You re¬ 
ally have to fight to win your divi¬ 
sion,” New York Yankees manager 
Joe Girardi said. “It is kind of 
strange to start on the road. That 
doesn’t quite seem right, but it’s a 
one-year thing. I understand why 
they’re doing it.” 

If the World Series goes to Game 7 
this year — as it did last season, 
when the wild-card St. Louis Cardi¬ 
nals won the championship — it 
would be played Nov. 1. 

“I like the extra playoff spot. I like 
the one-game playoff because it re¬ 
ally gives the advantages to the divi¬ 
sion winner,” Los Angeles Dodgers 
manager Don Mattingly said this 
week. 

As in, it’ll be real dicey for the wild¬ 
card contenders to immediately jump 
into a winner-take-all game, then 
quickly turn around to start the divi¬ 
sion series. 

Starting this year, too, there’s no re¬ 
striction on teams from the same di¬ 
vision meeting in that best-of-five 
division series.

Angels tinkering 
with top of lineup 


TEMPE, Ariz. (AP) — 
Angels manager Mike 
Scioscia wants to put Al¬ 
bert Pujols in the third spot 
in the batting order, guar¬ 
anteeing the slugger gets to 
the plate in the first inning. 

“That’s the spot that we 
see him being the most pro¬ 
ductive,” Scioscia said 
Thursday. 

A lot depends on who the 
Angels find to hit in the 
first two spots. 

“I think we have some 
guys that are very comfort¬ 
able setting the table and 
hitting in front of Albert 
when they’re going to be in 
the lineup,” Scioscia said. 
“We’re not going to mail in 
the lineups right now. 
There’s a long way to go. 
There’s a lot of versatility 
in this lineup and we’ll see 
moving forward. I don’t 
think it’s going to be an 
issue, but we’ll adjust some 
of the things with Albert if 
they become an issue.” 

Scioscia has mentioned 
Erick Aybar, Howie 
Kendrick, Maicer Izturis, 
Peter Bourjos, Alberto 
Callaspo and Bobby Abreu 
as top-of-the-order hitters, 
and even went as far to in¬ 
clude Vernon Wells, the 
player with the American 
League’s lowest batting av¬ 
erage (.218) and on-base per¬ 
centage (.248) last season. 

“He can create offense,” 
Scioscia said about Wells. 
“He runs weU. Last year he 
had some issues trymg to get 
on base and batting average 
but historically when you 


look at him he’s definitely 
something to consider.” 

Wells has a career batting 
average of .274 and a career 
on-base percentage of .323. 
He hit .273 with a .331 on- 
base percentage in 2010 
with Toronto. 

Scioscia said Kendrick is 
“definitely a guy that can 
hit up there in front of Al¬ 
bert” but also is “a candi¬ 
date to hit in an RBI spot.” 

“As far as guys that are 
going to be in there every 
day, we don’t have the pure 
on-base percentage guys 
that maybe some other 
teams as table setters,” 
Scioscia said. “But we have 
guys that definitely get on 
base enough and with their 
speed are going to be able 
to create more than some 
other players just from 
being able to take extra 
bases, steal a base.” 

Aybar led the Angels 
with 30 stolen bases. Bour¬ 
jos had 22 and Abreu 21. 

Aybar hit .279 with a .322 
on-base percentage last sea¬ 
son, but hit only .216 with a 
.284 on-base percentage 
against left-handers. Bour¬ 
jos hit .271 with a .327 on- 
base percentage, and hit .281 
with a .323 on-base percent¬ 
age against left-handers. 

“Peter might be a guy 
that we can match up in 
front of the lineup,” Scios¬ 
cia said. “Whether Peter’s 
hitting first or hitting 
ninth, it’s all important. If 
he’s really attacking the 
ball against a left-handed 
pitcher especially.”

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Archery store promotes hobby for community

For Billy Palmer, archery has 
long been in the blood. 

Originally from California, 
Palmer’s family moved to Chris¬ 
tian County in 1976. He grew up 
bow-hunting in the area and later 
worked for a sporting goods store 
in Bowling Green while attend¬ 
ing Western Kentucky Univer¬ 
sity 

“They found out 1 knew about 
working on bows and they put 
me in the archery department,” 
said Palmer, 43. “1 always wanted 
to do (archery) a little bit.” 

Palmer opened up his own boat 
repair shop, Hopkinsville Ma¬ 
rine, in 1990. He also worked for 
the Hopkinsville Fire Depart¬ 
ment. While he had long been in¬ 
terested in starting an archery 
shop, he said he didn’t have 
much time to pursue the idea. 

That all changed this past Oc¬ 
tober when Palmer retired from 
the fire department. In July, he 
started an archery shop, BuUseye 
Archery, in the same building as 
Hopkinsville Marine. The shop 
sells bows, arrows and other 
archery supplies. 

If a customer comes in looking 
for a bow. Palmer will have them 
try out a few to see which fits 
them best. 

“We spend the time with them 
to get them familiar and com¬ 
fortable with the product,” he 


said. “It’s not like walking into a 
Bass Pro Shop or Wal-Mart and 
pulling (a bow) off the shelf. 
They go home and do it all 
wrong. There is some form now.” 

Palmer also has a video pro¬ 
gram at the store called Techno- 
Hunt which simulates hunting 
situations for archers. He isn’t of¬ 
fering archery clinics or instruc¬ 
tion currently, but hopes to in the 
next year or so. 

“We’re hoping they will get the 
archery going in the schools,” he 
said. “All the surrounding coun¬ 
ties are doing it but not Christian 
County. I think eventually they 
will. It is popular enough.” 

Many customers who come to 
him for boat repair. Palmer said, 
have trickled into the archery 
shop. 

He hopes the two businesses 
will compliment each other over 
time, with boat repair picking up 
the slack during off seasons for 
hunting. 

He’s found archery appeals to 
more than just men, with many 
women and children purchasing 
bows from the shop. Palmer rel¬ 
ishes helping kids learn archery. 

“I like to see kids get into some¬ 
thing,” he said. “So many of 
them today want to just play on 
their phones. This gets them out¬ 
side.”

S he was 18 when a friend sug¬ 
gested going to a hamburger 
stand in Owensboro for a 
Coke. 

There she met a young man 
who later in the day asked her for 
a date which she 
refused. She al¬ 
ready had a date. 

Not to be de¬ 
terred, he asked 
for a date the next 
night and she ac¬ 
cepted. 

From that meet¬ 
ing we had the be¬ 
ginning of the 
Hopkinsville’s 
renowned Fer¬ 
rell’s Snappy 
Service. 

The young girl 
was Cecil Ferrell, 
and the boy she 
dated was David 
Ferrell. 

When the young couple mar¬ 
ried, they settled in Hopkinsville 
where in 1936 they opened Fer¬ 
rell’s on South Main. 

It remains today as the heart of 
Main Street businesses. Other 
businesses have come and gone, 
but Ferrell’s sits right there, stiU 
looking the same and stUl selling 
the same internationally known 
hamburgers. 

There’s just one big difference. 
When the two met and the Fer¬ 
rell brothers were opening 
restaurants across western Ken¬ 
tucky, a hamburger was a nickel. 

It was the depression, and Mrs. 
FerreU says, “We handled a lot of 
nickels and dimes in those days 
and it took a lot of them to get 
by” 

David FerreU died in 2000, but 
the business never missed a step 
as Mrs. FerreU took the helm and 
remains there to this day 
On Feb. 12, she celebrated her 
93rd birthday 

Her son, PhUlip, and his wife.

In the early days, there was a 
FerreU restaurant chain with 
restaurants in Owensboro, Bowl¬ 
ing Green, Henderson, Madis- 
onviUe, ClarksviUe, Tenn., 
HopkinsviUe and Cadiz. Now 
only HopkinsviUe, Cadiz and 
MadisonvUle remain in opera¬ 
tion. 

WhUe always working at the 
restaurant, the FerreUs managed 
to rear two chUdren, PhUlip and 
his sister, Nancy, who died in 
2001, the victim of multiple scle¬ 
rosis, and during the time of her 
Ulness and foUowing her death, 
the FerreUs also reared her son, 
SheUey one of their five grand¬ 
sons. 

FerreU’s burgers have been 
sent around the world. Some 
have been sent to Buckingham 
Palace, and often they are sent to 


soldiers overseas who have been 
at Fort CampbeU and had a crav¬ 
ing for the HopkinsviUe treat. 

Memories and stories of things 
that have gone on at FerreU’s are 
countless. 

Back in the days when Bethel 
CoUege had started accepting 
boys, the girls remained on cur¬ 
few at night, but not the boys, so 
the girls would take an empty tis¬ 
sue box, put their money in it, 
lower it out the window to the 
boys. The boys would go to Fer¬ 
reU’s, buy their hamburgers and 
haul them back in the tissue box 
to the girls. 

The story goes that one girl had 
an assignment to coUect bugs for 
a biology class. It seems she was¬ 
n’t having much luck, so her 
boyfriend climbed up on the sign 
at the top of FerreU’s where he 
sat and caught bugs gathering 
around the light. 

Many dignitaries have eaten 
there, including country music 
performers. 

“One time we had some park 
their bus outside, and they stayed 


so long, we just closed and let 
them have the place,” Mrs. Fer¬ 
reU said. As it turned out, they 
made a music video at the restau¬ 
rant. 

The business has often been 
featured in such prestigious mag¬ 
azines as Southern Living. 

It’s also a place where the 
hunters and fishermen come for 
breakfast before leaving on an 
outing. It’s also a place where 
groups of regulars get together 
for breakfast each morning. 

In one of the breakfast groups 
is Tommy Schmidt, who told us 
he’d been eating at FerreU’s for 
decades. 

“I started when I had a paper 
route. I was about 13 or 14 and de¬ 
livering the Tennessean, and I 
would stop at FerreU’s every 
morning and get a sausage sand¬ 
wich. Then as a businessman. I’d 
meet with others for coffee, and 
after I moved to Florida, every 
time I’d come home I’d go to Fer¬ 
reU’s at least once. Now that I’m 
retired, I go and meet with 
friends every morning for break¬ 
fast and we have a great time,” he 
said. 

Working at FerreU’s hasn’t 
been Mrs. FerreU’s only enthusi¬ 
asm. In her younger years, she 
loved to goU, bowl and fish. “I 
love sports,” she said, and voiced 
her undying love of University 
of Kentucky sports. 

Among her special memories 
is the time when President 
George W Bush came to Hop¬ 
kinsviUe, and she shared the 
stage with him at a raUy 

“He’s my friend, I love him,” 
she said, “I hit him with the mi¬ 
crophone, and he said I reminded 
him of his mother.” 

“He even sent me a box of 
candy for my birthday that year,” 
she said. 

For that occasion, she wore a

change her course to work 


DEAR AMY: 1 have an 18-year-old 
daughter. 1 believe she struggled with 
learning disabilities (attention-deficit 
hyperactivity disorder, dyslexia and test 
anxiety) throughout grade 
school, l3ut these problems 
went undiagnosed. 

During high school, she 
was tutored three times a 
week for two hours each 
time. Despite this help, she 
got an extremely low score 
on her ACT test and was 
unable to get into a col¬ 
lege. 

We tried to get her to re¬ 
take the test, but she re¬ 
fused. 

She went to community 
college, taking remedial 
classes for one semester, 
but has now dropped out 
because “it’s a waste of 
time and money” since she can’t trans¬ 
fer the credits to a university 

She has finally agreed to retake the 
ACT, but she refuses to take a refresher 
class. She needs to raise her score signif¬ 
icantly to be accepted by universities. 
She can’t do this on her own. 

I’ve seen her take exams, and she ab¬ 
solutely comes unglued. 

1 have two sons who were easily ac¬ 


cepted to their colleges of choice. 

My daughter has a part-time (20 hours 
per week) job, but other than that does 
nothing from one end of the day to the 
next. 

Do you have any suggestions? I’m 
afraid she will waste her life. — A Wor¬ 
ried Mom 

DEAR MOM: A university education 
is not for everyone — even if it is the 
standard in your family 

Your daughter should start thinking 
seriously about a profession. 

One of the advantages of community 
college — aside from the cost and con¬ 
venience — is the access to practical 
professional training. 

You should stop pressuring your 
daughter with intensive tutoring and 
college-entrance testing and instead 
pursue an accurate evaluation and as¬ 
sessment. 

This wiU be helpful, but she still will 
have to take responsibility for her own 
life, including coping with her particu¬ 
lar challenges.

To lose weight rethink your plate 


B etter health through weight control 
can reduce the risk of developing 
chronic health problems, including 
heart disease, high blood pressure, dia¬ 
betes and some cancers. One strategy 
for weight control is to use the “plate 
method,” which is a food-awareness tool 
that helps change habits and attitudes 
toward food and eating. 

The plate method 
helps you to make 
healthy choices, eat 
more high fiber foods, 
control carbs and in¬ 
crease the amount of 
fruit and vegetables you 
consume. 

Start by downsizing. 

Your plate, that is. Over¬ 
size plates encourage 
oversize servings, mak¬ 
ing it virtually impossi¬ 
ble to prevent 
overeating. Choose a 
dinner plate that is no 
more than 9 inches in 
diameter. 

Rethink how you fill your plate. In¬ 
stead of loading up with large, equal 
portions of meat, starch and vegetables 
fill half of your plate with vegetables 
and/or fruit. Choose nonstarchy veg¬ 
gies and eat both raw and cooked. Opt 
for salad greens, trying new varieties 
that are carried in major stores now, in¬ 
cluding arugula, baby spinach and mix¬ 
tures of herbs and greens. 

Belgian endive, chicory and frisee are 
tasty greens that add an element of ex¬ 
otica to a meal. Give all of them a try. In 
the winter, kale, coUard greens and 
turnip greens are hearty, cost-effective 
choices that fill the plate. Other non¬ 
starchy vegetables include broccoli, 
carrots, green beans and cauliflower. 

Fill only one-fourth of your plate 
with grains, which includes starchy 
foods such as rice, potatoes or pasta. 
Any food made from wheat, rice, oats, 
cornmeal, barley or another cereal 
grain is a grain product. Bread, pasta, 
oatmeal, breakfast cereals, tortillas and 
grits are examples of grain products. 
Grains are divided into two subgroups, 
whole grains and refined grains. 

Choose whole-grain foods over refined. 


making at least half of your daily in¬ 
take whole grain. 

Add variety and increase your nutri¬ 
ent intake by choosing wisely. Sweet po¬ 
tatoes are rich in beta-carotene and 
offer a change from white russet pota¬ 
toes. Choose brown rice, or if your fam¬ 
ily strongly prefers white rice, select 
jasmine or Basmati rice, both of which 
are readily available in area grocery 
stores and are more interesting than 
white rice. 

The remaining one-fourth of your 
plate can be filled with a low-fat pro¬ 
tein. Aim for 3 to 4 ounces of protein 
twice a day, choosing options such as 
chicken, turkey, fish, beef, pork, eggs or 
cheese. Avoid frying or sauteing meat, 
as this adds unnecessary and un¬ 
healthy calories. Bake, steam or broil 
for the best health benefits. 

As an alternative to meat, healthful 
cooked beans count as protein. Try the 
panoply available in every grocery 
store: lentils, navy, split pea, garbanzo, 
lima and black-eyed peas to name a few. 

Cooking dried beans is easy. They do 
take longer to prepare than canned 
beans, but it’s easy to soak and simmer 
them until tender. And if you cook with 
dried beans instead of canned, you’ll 
save money and reduce the amount of 
salt in your diet. 

Replace sugar-filled soda with a glass 
of low or nonfat milk. Calcium-rich 
dairy products include milk, cheese, 
milk-based desserts such as pudding 
and calcium-enriched soymilk for those 
who cannot consume dairy products. 
Cooking with low or nonfat dairy prod¬ 
ucts also increases consumption of 
healthful dairy products. 

Eat fruit for dessert. Grocery stores 
carry a wide variety of fruit, so go be¬ 
yond bananas, apples or grapes. Try 
some of the tropical fruits and berries. 

Rethinking your plate can take time, 
so don’t get discouraged. Changing 
habits accumulated over a lifetime will 
be challenging, but well worth the re¬ 
ward of improved health.

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Leaving for a vacation? 

Hire a sitter for your garden 


(AP) — Gardeners don’t have to remain 
housebound during the vacation season 
just because their edibles and flowers need 
tending. Find a sitter to handle the work. 

Keep your must-do list simple, though. 
Few plant minders are willing to do win¬ 
dows or the laundry. 

“The job depends upon what they have 
in their yards and how long they’ll be 
gone,” said Caryn Sommersdorf, who op¬ 
erates Green Garden Sitters in Orlando, 
Fla. “A vegetable garden may need to be 
checked every day. A flower garden, not so 
much.” 

Sommersdorf and partner Jennifer 
Richardson perform the typical seasonal 
gardening chores - weeding and watering, 
mowing and harvesting. 

“We’ll also bring in the mail. Turn the 
lights off and on to make it look like some¬ 
body’s home. We’U fertilize and prune and 
care for our clients’ pets, too,” she said. 
“But we’re not going to clean or paint the 
house.” 

Sommersdorf got into the garden-sitting 
business a few years ago after asking a 
friend to take care of her tomatoes while 
she was away. 

“I asked her to water the plants, but she 
didn’t think about picking them, and the 
plants were a mess when 1 came home,” 
she said. “They had worms everywhere. 
Fruit flies. It took them a while to produce 
again.” 

Reliable plant sitters can provide peace 
of mind for vacationing gardeners, Som¬ 
mersdorf said. They also can save them 
money. 

“Florida has a lot of ‘snowbirds’ (winter 
residents) who go away for half a year and 
come back and all their landscaping is 
dead,” she said. “That’s quite an invest¬ 
ment lost.” 

Gardeners going on vacation should cre¬ 
ate a chores checklist, and arrange for an 
interview and plant tour with prospective 
sitters well before departing. Show them 
where the hoses, pruners and other tools 
are kept and demonstrate how they work. 
Offer up the edibles when they ripen, and 
point out your favorite flowering plants to 
ensure they are not weeded out.

your container plants so they’re easier to 
work with. Timers can be great on hoses 
but be sure you have someone around who 
can keep an eye on them for you,” said 
Robin Haglund, president of Garden Men¬ 
tors Inc. in Seattle, who frequently is asked 
how to prep plants for trips. 

You may want to provide your own sup¬ 
plies, too, such as fertilizers and pest-con¬ 
trol products if you’re into organic 
gardening, she said. 

Garden sitters also can serve as tempo¬ 
rary managers of a property, said Jack 
McKinnon, who operates a business called 
The Garden Coach in the San Francisco 
Bay Area. 

“Some people hire maintenance services 
for their yards,” he said. “Some of these 
crews come at odd hours and need to be 
held accountable for what they do.” 

McKinnon suggested a few ways to find 
garden sitters: “Go online. Look for ads in 
the paper under ‘Landscape Gardeners.’ 1 
doubt it’s all that difficult to find knowl¬ 
edgeable people looking for garden work 
in this economy.” 


Mysterious orbs confound 
NC county for decades 


RALEIGH, N.C. (AP) — Two orange orbs, 
just about 10 feet off the ground, floated 
past Steve Woody and his father as they 
hunted deer more than 50 years ago. The 
mysterious lights passed them, then 
dropped down the side of a gorge in the 
Blue Ridge foothills. 

For at least a century, the Brown Moun¬ 
tain Lights have confounded residents and 
tourists in a rugged patch of Burke County, 
bobbing and weaving near a modest peak. 
Are they reflections from automobile head¬ 
lights? Brush fires? A paranormal phe¬ 
nomenon, or something natural not yet 
explained by science? 

“I didn’t feel anything spooky or look 
around for Martians or anything like that,” 
Woody said. “It was just a unique situation. 
It’s just as vivid now as when I was 12 years 
old.” 

Whatever the explanation, tourism offi¬ 
cials are hoping all those decades of unan¬ 
swered questions add up to a boost in 
visitors making their way to scenic out¬ 
looks around Linvihe Gorge with the goal 
of spotting something mysterious. 

Unexplained mysteries like the Brown 
Mountain Lights have been the subject of 
cable TV documentaries and have fueled 
vast online communities of amateur inves¬ 
tigators. Ed Phillips, Burke County’s 
tourism director, is hoping to capitalize on 
that. 

Earlier this month, a sellout crowd of 120 
paid $20 a head to attend a symposium on 
the lights at Morganton City Hall, and there 
was a crowd outside the door hoping to get 
in at the last minute. 

“It’s a good problem to have,” Phillips 
said. “I could have sold 500 tickets.” 

Interest in the lights has waxed and 
waned since the first known printed refer¬ 
ence to the phenomenon appeared in The 
Charlotte Observer in 1913. John Harden, a 
Raleigh-based radio personality, devoted an 
episode of his 1940s series “Tales of Tar 
Heelia” to the lights, saying they “not only 
have attracted the attention of the people 
of this state, but have aroused the curiosity 
of a nation as weU.” There was also a folk 
song, recorded by The Kingston Trio and 
others, that posited the lights came from a 
slave wandering the hills with a lantern in 
search of his master. 

The profile of the lights has dimmed in 
recent years, although the number of re¬ 
ports doesn’t appear to be falling off Mak¬ 
ing the area a destination for fans of the 
unexplained and anomalous helps give 
Burke County an edge, Phillips said. 

“When you look at everything, you look 
at what people are really interested in, and 
the Brown Mountain Lights was something 
I really wanted to bring back to people’s at¬ 
tention,” he said. 

There are plans for another symposium 
and a contest with a cash prize for the best 
photo or video of the lights. There are even 
T-shirts and refrigerator magnets for sale 
in the area now. 

Also in the works is a regular event ten¬ 
tatively called the Brown Mountain Para¬ 
normal Expedition, where people will pay 
to hear a presentation on the lights at a din¬ 
ner, then travel by bus to overlook sites 
where the lights have been reported. The 
events wiU be guided by Joshua P. Warren, 
an Asheville native and paranormal inves¬

tigator who plans to allow attendees to use 
equipment like night vision goggles in 
hopes of spotting the lights. 

“The folks who attend will have a true 
firsthand experience of what it’s like to be 
out there trying to judge what’s happening 
with this mountain,” Brown said. 

The Brown Mountain Lights have drawn 
serious scientific interest since the 1920s, 
when the US. Geological Survey issued a 
report concluding the lights were reflec¬ 
tions from automobiles, trains and brush 
fires. 

Daniel Caton, a professor in the physics 
and astronomy department at Appalachian 
State University, thinks that’s part of the 
explanation for what people have reported 
seeing over the years. But Caton thinks 
there’s more to the lights, at least in some 
cases. 

Caton said that about seven years ago, he 
was ready to give up studying the lights 
when he began hearing from people who 
said they saw them from mere feet away, 
not miles across the Linville Gorge. Those 
accounts sounded to Caton a lot like first¬ 
hand reports of ball lightning, a little-un¬ 
derstood but naturally occurring 
phenomenon involving luminous spheres 
often said to move or bounce about in the 
air. 

Caton hopes to eventually set up cameras 
at viewing sites that will feed to his website, 
allowing anyone to watch for the lights at 
any time. While he’s skeptical, guessing 
that 95 percent of reports of the lights are 
something like airplane lights, Caton still 
thinks there are eyewitness reports worth 
checking. 

“The cool thing is, if ball lightning is 
preferentially made by nature in the 
Linville Gorge, at least we have a place to 
look for the conditions that might create 
it,” he said. “Otherwise, it’s hopeless to try 
and study ball lightning because it’s just 
randomly made and you don’t know where 
to look for it.”

Tending your daffodils 


D affodils are one of the easiest and 
most dependable flowers to grow. 
They are also one of the first 
bloomers of the year and, if given the 
proper growing conditions, we can en¬ 
joy their bright yellow blooms for sev¬ 
eral weeks. 

Daffodils are called by many names 
...narcissus... buttercup...jonquil. 
Daffodil is the common name for all 
species of narcissus, the botanical 
classification for all daffodils. Both daf¬ 
fodil and narcissus 
can be used inter¬ 
changeably Jonquil 
is a specific species 
of daffodil character¬ 
ized by a strong 
scent and rounded 
foliage. Buttercup is 
the common name 
for a noxious yellow¬ 
blooming pasture 
weed and should not 
be used to describe 
daffodils. 

Daffodils are suit¬ 
able for a shrub bor¬ 
der, perennial beds 
and for naturalizing 
hillsides. They look best when planted 
in large numbers of one variety. Daf¬ 
fodils are planted in the fall at a depth 
of 6 inches. During and after flower¬ 
ing, daffodils need plenty of water to 
actively grow and replenish the bulbs’ 
energy. They should not be watered in 
the summer while they are dormant. 

Occasionally people complain that 
their daffodils won’t bloom. There are 
a few reasons this can happen: 

■ Bulbs need fertilizer. Established 
bulbs should be fertilized each spring. 
Lightly broadcast a low nitrogen fertil¬ 
izer such as 5-10-10 or 6-24-24 at plant¬ 
ing, when leaves emerge and at bloom. 
Be careful not to get fertilizer on the 
leaves which may cause foliar burn. 

■ Too much nitrogen was used. A 
fertilizer high in nitrogen will encour¬ 
age excess leaf production rather than 
blooms. Likewise, a high fertilizer con¬ 
centration can kill newly emerging 
roots and promote bulb rot. 

■ Your site is too shaded. Daffodils 
need at least a half-day of sun to pro¬ 
duce blooms. Avoid planting bulbs on 
the north side of buildings and near 
tall, dense evergreens. You can plant 
daffodils under deciduous trees since 
much of their growth is completed be¬ 
fore the trees leaf-out. However, you 
may need to add additional water and 
fertilizer to compete with tree roots. 

■ Poor drainage. Bulbs planted in 
poorly drained soils become weakened, 
fail to flower and often develop rots. If 
you have a heavy clay soil, before 
planting a bed of bulbs till the area to 


a depth of 10 inches, add a 2 to 3 inch 
layer of compost or other organic mat¬ 
ter over the surface, then till that layer 
into the top 6 inches. Avoid animal ma¬ 
nures as amendments since they tend 
to encourage bulb rot. Even if you are 
planting on a slope where surface 
drainage is high, internal drainage 
may still be poor. 

■ Tops were cut too soon. The leaves 
of the daffodils manufacture the food 
stored in the bulb and help produce 
flowers in the following year. Although 
it may become unattractive, the leaves 
should be left undisturbed until they 
turn yellow, often six to eight weeks. 
After they have faded, remove the 
blades by hand rather than cutting the 
foliage to avoid the spread of certain 
viral diseases. 

■ Bulbs may need dividing. If you’ve 
noticed reduced flower size or number 
of flowers it is time to divide your daf¬ 
fodils. Dig the bulbs while the foliage is 
dying. Separate the bulbs and replant 
them about 6 inches apart and 6 inches 
deep. If you want to wait and replant 
in the fall, remove the loose soil from 
the bulbs and allow them to dry on 
shallow trays in a cool, well-ventilated 
area for several weeks. Store them 
until next fall in mesh bags. 

■ They were recently divided. Some 
newly divided and transplanted bulbs 
may skip a year of blooming after 
being moved. 

■ The squirrels got them? It is a com¬ 
mon misconception that squirrels and 
other rodents eat daffodil bulbs. The 
bulbs and leaves contain poisonous 
crystals which rodents dislike. How¬ 
ever, it is possible they could have dug 
up the bulbs. 

Most people believe daffodils bloom 
only yellow. However, narcissus is di¬ 
vided into 12 distinct divisions with 
more than 70 species and 25,000 culti- 
vars. There is a lot of variety in color 
and shape. Some daffodils are creamy 
white, orange, orange-red or various 
shades of yellow. 

Their shape may include a flower 
with a long trumpet-shaped center, 
double bloom, crinkled petals or a 
“hoop petticoat” form. Additionally, 
daffodils are classified into three 
blooming stages, early, mid-season or 
late-season. With proper selection, you 
can enjoy many cultivars of daffodils 
and have attractive blooms for several 
months in the spring.

While students routinely put their “John Hancock” on 
schoolwork, some might struggle to read the hand-writ¬ 
ten Declaration of Independence so boldly signed by Han¬ 
cock and others. 

State Rep. Ben Waide said many high school graduates 
are no longer competent enough in cursive writing to 
read historical documents and letters. 

The Madisonville lawmaker hopes to reverse that trend 
with a bill he filed this week that would require students 
to become proficient in cursive writing by the time they 
enter fifth grade. The bill mandates that cursive writing 
be added to the state’s common curriculum content by the 
start of the 2013-14 school year. 

“When Abraham Lincoln was growing up, the only 
kind of writing he learned was cursive writing,” he said. 
“There was no such thing as printing. The skill and the 
art of writing is not taught anymore. In fact, too many of 
our kids can’t even read it.” 

Waide said cursive writing was de-emphasized after the 
Kentucky Education Reform Act, commonly called 
KERA, was enacted by the legislature in 1990. 

Common core standards adopted from the federal gov¬ 
ernment in recent years further chipped away at in¬ 
struction time devoted to cursive writing, he said. 

“The only reason that has happened is because the com¬ 
mon core standards didn’t include it in things that are 
measured,” he said. “So teachers have kind of let it go by 
the wayside because they are having to emphasize other 
things.” 

School practices outlined 

Lonnie Strader, director of elementary education and 
Title I at Hopkins County Schools, said cursive writing 
instruction is not mandated in the district’s curriculum, 
but administrators view it as an important skiU. 

“It is introduced as early as second grade, but prima¬ 
rily focused on in third grade,” he said in a statement. 
“Manuscript writing is introduced as early as the pre¬ 
school level and carried on through early primary.” 

High school students know how to write cursively but 
some choose not to, according to Linda Zellich, deputy su¬ 
perintendent. The skiU doesn’t receive the same priority 
it once did before word processing programs were com¬ 
monly used to generate academic and business reports, 
she said. 

“Personally, I use more of a manuscript-type, connec¬ 
tive-type printing than I do a formal cursive writing,” she 
said. “So I think it’s more a matter of style, and it’s kind 
of dropped off in the big scheme, which places emphasis 
on things of a more cognitive nature and accomplish¬ 
ment of benchmarks and coUege and career readiness.” 

Schools devote a lot of instruction time to the writing 
process, including putting thoughts on paper in a logical 
and grammatically correct manner, Zellich said. Those 
skiUs are more important, she said, than what form a stu¬ 
dent uses in the writing process. 

“I think (students) need to know that there are times 
when hand-written notes are more appropriate than a 
computer-generated note,” she said. “By hand-written, I 
don’t care how you write it as long as it can be read by the 
other person receiving it and communicates the message 
and thoughts you want to convey in a proper form.” 


Facebookfeedback 

Followers of The Messenger’s Facebook page regis¬ 
tered a broad range of opinions when they were asked re¬ 
cently to weigh in on the subject. 

Some people clearly viewed the proposed legislative 
mandate as a waste of time: 

■ “Computer keyboards come with cursive keys? So 
glad important issues are being tackled in Frankfort,” 
Scott Brown wrote. 

■ “The state needs to sort out its priorities and write 
some biUs that wiU get students the help and support they 
need with reading and math,” Ashley Magee said. “Writ¬ 
ing in cursive should not (be) a top priority. Let’s get the 
students to be able to read, do math and write complete 
sentences before we start worrying about what the writ¬ 
ing looks like.” 

■ “I think there are more important things to tackle 
than pretty writing,” Lisa Pluimer said. “Hope he’s not 
up for re-election anytime soon.” 

■ “What about teaching morals and getting God back 
in our schools — I know that’s way more important than 
what kind of writing they do,” Virginia Lloyd said. “As 
long as (a) child knows how to write where it’s readable, 
who cares how it’s written. Too much focus on things that 
really don’t matter.” 

Other respondents would like to see schools place more 
emphasis on cursive writing: 

■ “I think they should teach cursive writing because... 
if I write something in cursive my 6th grade daughter has 
no clue what it says,” Charity Burton said. “She is an A- 
B honor roll student that has no clue about cursive writ¬ 
ing. When they get jobs in the real world people will not 
print so they can read it.” 

■ “We have 2 honors students in high school in Evans¬ 
ville schools, and they can barely, if at all, read cursive 
writing,” Jeanne Spain said. “They are masters of Chem¬ 
istry and Geometry, but give them a handwritten card 
from Aunt Agnes and they are stumped.” 

■ “As a high school English teacher. I’d argue that the 
ability to read and write in cursive is an important skill,” 
Micki Shanel Clark said. “Many of the original docu¬ 
ments that we read and study in English (and other high 
school courses) are written in cursive. For that matter, I 
write on the board in cursive. It is a real oversight to as¬ 
sume that one skill (typing) replaces another (writing in 
cursive). It’s true that we are approaching a digital age, 
but we have not come so far that 100 percent of aU docu¬ 
ments a person will encounter are typewritten.” 

■ “Since over half of high school graduates now can’t 
read or write cursive, it should be emphasized more.” Eva 
Renfro said. “It’s sad when writing a letter to your niece 
is iffy since there’s a 50/50 chance she won’t be able to 
read it.” 

Waide said he has heard mostly favorable comments 
from constituents in Hopkins County. 

“I’ve gotten very positive feedback from teachers and 
from parents who really want their kids to be able to 
write,” he said. “It’s one of the three R’s. We don’t need to 
take away one of the three R’s.” 

House Bill 489 is expected to be reviewed by the Educa¬ 
tion Committee, which includes Waide.

ASHLAND, Ky. — I suspect we're not 
unique, my wife and I, in having cho¬ 
sen Feb. 29 as our wedding day, al¬ 
though it seemed so at the time, 20 
years ago. 

Also clever. We were mighty self-sat¬ 
isfied, or at least I was, in choosing a 
day that would not only make an¬ 
niversaries rare and special, but easier 
to remember. But it turns out a lot of 
other couples have had the same flash 
of inspiration. My research assistant, G. 
Oogle, found me a story in the New 
York Times from a couple of years back 
that pointed out a spike in weddings 
that day. 

Where Mary and I really made our 
distinction was doing it twice in a row. 

But let me start at the beginning, 
my move to Ironton in 1989 to work at 
the newspaper there as a photogra¬ 
pher. By the time you get to the end of 
this column you will believe in fate. 

The office at that paper is an open 
plan, with news and advertising de¬ 
partments separated only by waist- 
high partitions. After a few days of 
feverishly learning my way about 
town, I still had not crossed the parti¬ 
tion. One morning I heard a voice over 
the PA system requesting the new 
photographer to report to the ad de¬ 
partment, which I did in some confu¬ 
sion. 

Turned out it was one of the smart- 
aleck advertising saleswomen having 
some fun. So I said hi, rolled my eyes 
and went back to work. 

By the end of my second week I had 
found an upstairs apartment in a 
shabby old house a mile or so away 
from the paper. I liked to sit outside on 
the stair landing to drink my morning 
coffee or evening beer. 

I found out later the smart-aleck ad 
saleswoman lived less than a block 
away, and I could see her house by 
simply turning my head to the right. 

A couple of weeks into football sea¬ 
son, I was preparing to leave the office 
for Ironton High School to shoot a 
game when the smart-aleck ad sales¬ 
woman asked me whether I needed 
someone to carry my camera bag. 
Well, yes, as a matter of fact, I did. Or at 
least I made myself think I did. 

So she paced up and down the side¬ 
lines with me while I shot the game 
and then I thanked her and went 
home. The next week she asked me 
again and by the third week I took it 
for granted she would tag along. 

By then I knew a little more about 


her; her name was Mary, she lived in 
the little house on the corner with her 
2-year-old daughter, Sarah, she owned 
a video rental store in town. 

Also by then I was looking for ways 
to cross her path. You know, purely by 
happenstance. Renting videos 
seemed like a natural solution. Only 
problem was, I didn't own a VCR. So I 
bought one and that gave me the rea¬ 
son I needed to go to her store one af¬ 
ternoon. 

Unfortunately, she was not there 
and I rented a tape from the clerk. 
Don't remember the title. Wasn't im¬ 
portant. Not sure if I even watched it. 

Helping at ball games turned into 
hanging out and eventually hanging 
out turned to dating, and even more 
eventually and, around two years later, 
we were ready to marry. 

The timing was right to schedule it 
in late winter, and it was Leap Year, so 
we leapt at the chance to marry on 
Feb. 29. Being the second go-round 
for both of us we invited a few guests 
and had the ceremony in Mary's 
house, performed by the mayor of 
Ironton. 

Over the next couple of years I 
joined St. Lawrence, Mary's church, 
and as the following Leap Year ap¬ 
proached we realized that as joyous as 
the occasion had been, there had 
been something missing from our civil 
ceremony.

2 kids in a bedroom can 
sometimes be better than 1 


(AP) — In the 
Panebianco house, shar¬ 
ing a bedroom is about 
more than saving space. 

Gerri and Sam 
Panebianco have chosen 
to put their sons, 3-year- 
old J.P and 2-year-old 
Eric, in the same room 
because they want them 
to become good friends 
and develop social 
skills. 

“We want them to un¬ 
derstand what it’s like to 
navigate shared space 
and to be happy sharing 
space,” said Gerri 
Panebianco, an owner 
of Little Crown Interi¬ 
ors, which specializes in 
designing children’s 
rooms, in Orange 
County, Calif. 

Through her work, she 
has seen many parents 
making a similar 
choice, deciding that 
having kids share a 
room is good prepara¬ 
tion for college and mar¬ 
riage. “This is a skill 
that they feel children 
should be learning 
early,” she said. 

Of course, in many 
families with more chil¬ 
dren or smaller homes, 
sharing a bedroom is 
also a necessity. 

Today’s tough econ¬ 
omy has caused many 
families to stay in 
smaller homes longer, 
said Jim Badgley man¬ 
aging broker of Winder- 
mere Real Estate in 
Kirkland, Wash. 

“I know they’ve out¬ 
grown their house,” but 
they’re not moving, he 
said. 

Stefanie Nieves and 
her husband, Eddie 
Morales, have no plans 
to sell their two-bed- 
room, starter home in 
Perth Amboy, N. J. - even 
though they now have 
two children. 

“We can’t really move, 
so we have to make the 
space work,” she said. 

Her children, 3-year- 
old Elias and 18-month- 
old Mia, share a 
bedroom. The kids have 
responded well to the 
arrangement, she said. 

“They have the best re¬ 
lationship,” she said. 
“They love being in 
their room.” 

Pairing a boy and a 
girl hasn’t been an issue 
at their age, she said. 
But as children ap¬ 
proach middle school, 
that arrangement can be 
more challenging, said 
James Crist, a psycholo¬ 
gist at the Child and 


Family Counseling Cen¬ 
ter in Woodbridge, Va. 
Parents should make ac¬ 
commodations - such as 
having kids dress in the 
bathroom — to ensure 
privacy for older broth¬ 
ers and sisters who 
share a room, he said. 

Whatever the reason 
for putting children to¬ 
gether, a shared bed¬ 
room is a good 
opportunity to learn 
about negotiation and 
compromise, Crist said. 

There can be other 
benefits as well, he said. 
When kids are in the 
same room, they may 
have an easier time 
going to bed, and can be¬ 
come closer with their 
siblings. “It can 
strengthen the relation¬ 
ship,” he said. 

Children may find it 
reassuring to have a sib¬ 
ling there to keep them 
company and talk with 
them before falling 
asleep. 

“Some of the kids re¬ 
ally prefer sharing the 
space,” he said. “They 
choose to stay together.” 

Gus Dreher, 6, loves 
sharing a room with his 
big brother, Abe, at their 
home in Peterborough, 
N.H. 

“I’m not scared when 
I’m with him,” Gus said. 

Sharing a room has 
been good for the boys, 
said their mother, Tonya 
Dreher. The boys, who 
used to share a room 
with their now 10-year- 
old sister, aren’t inter¬ 
ested in separating, 
even though the family 
now lives in a four-bed¬ 
room home. Tonya and 
her husband, Steve, like 
the closeness that has 
developed between the 
brothers. 

“They’ve always been 
together,” Tonya Dreher 
said. “I feel like when 
they’re in there, they’re 
allies.” 

Crist suggests a few 
guidelines for parents to 
help kids share a room 
happily: 

Sharing a room does¬ 
n’t mean sharing every¬ 
thing. Provide each 
child with a place to 
store their prized pos¬ 
sessions. 

Give children a role in 
solving problems. When 
conflicts arise, let the 
children offer solutions. 

Teach kids respect. 
Help the children de¬ 
velop rules about taking 
or using their siblings’ 
belongings. 


Leap Day babies relish 
their unique birthdays 


Utah woman gives birth to third Leap Day baby 

PROVO, Utah (AP) — In one of the rarest feats in the annals of fam¬ 
ily planning, a Utah woman has given birth on a third consecutive 
Leap Day, tying a record set in the 1960s. 

David and Louise Estes’ daughter Jade was born Wednesday morn¬ 
ing in Provo, an hour south of Salt Lake City, four years after their 
son Remington was born on Feb. 29,2008, and eight years after their 
son Xavier was born Feb. 29,2004. 

Baby Jade was already five days overdue when doctors induced 
labor and the family hit the elusive date. 

“I have never gone over so I wasn’t sure if she was going to wait,” 
Louise told The Daily Herald of Provo. “As soon as we passed mid¬ 
night I knew it really, reaUy could happen.” 

The only other known case of triple Leap Day babies is the Hen- 
riksen family of Norway, which logged Feb. 29 births in 1960,1964 
and 1968. 

Leap Days come once every four years to recalibrate the calendar 
and account for the 365 days and 6 hours it takes Earth to revolve 
around the sun. Having a Feb. 29 birthday can be both a blessing and 
a curse — a “Leapling” can only celebrate their true birthday once 
every four years. But they also joke that they age four times slower. 

“We’re gonna try to get our oldest a car on his fourth birthday,” 
Louise joked in an interview with KSL in Salt Lake City. 

The Estes family, which has two other children who weren’t born 
on the special date, says they try to have a large celebration around 
the end of February and beginning of March each non-Leap Year, in 
place of the missing birthdate. 

This year. Remington and Xavier got their own special birthday 
cakes and celebrations. 

“We always make sure to celebrate their fourth and eighth birth¬ 
days in a big way,” Louise said. “It is a milestone for everyone.” 

Louise Estes said their 8-year-old son Xavier’s Feb. 29 birthday was 
pure coincidence. But they were a bit more intentional with 
Leaplings No. 2 and 3. 

“I approached her in October of 2010 and said, Tf we are going to 
have another baby this would be really cool,”’ David told the Daily 
Herald. “I wanted to give her time to think alDOUt it.” 

Louise became pregnant, but when doctors pegged her due date at 
Feb. 24, it looked like the masterful family planning scheme was 
headed for a near-miss. 

But the 24th passed. The 25th passed. Louise was ready to be in¬ 
duced by Leap Day, and the 8-pound, 13-ounce girl was born at 7:16 
a.m. 

“We did go over by five days, which was not easy, but it’s aU worth 
it,” Louise told KSL. 

As for trying to break the record with a Leap Day baby in 2016? 

“Right now the answer is obviously going to be no, but you can’t 
be sure,” David Estes said. “You never know if in four years we wiU 
be talking about it again.” 


NEW YORK (AP) — Peter 
Brouwer turned 56 on Wednesday. 
But if you count the times he’s cel¬ 
ebrated his true birth date, he only 
turned 14. 

Brouwer is a Leap Day baby. And 
like a lot of people born Feb. 29, he 
relishes the uniqueness of his 
birthday. He even thinks there’s an 
advantage to marking your real 
birthday just once every four years. 

“We don’t have that psychological 
drama of being a year older every 
year,” said Brouwer, who lives in 
Vancouver, British Columbia, and 
is the co-founder of the Honor Soci¬ 
ety of Leap Year Day Babies. 

In off years, Brouwer says, most 
Leap Day babies — perhaps 80 per¬ 
cent — celebrate their birthdays in 
February “because they’re born in 
February. We call them strict Feb- 
ruarians.” 

But Jennifer Whisnant of Greens¬ 
boro, N.C., whose daughter Ava was 
born in 2008, says they “celebrate 
on the closest Saturday for a party, 
or on March 1st, which is techni¬ 
cally when she would have been 
born had it not been Leap Year.” 

Birth certificates and most gov¬ 
ernment agencies like Social Secu¬ 
rity use Feb. 29 for those born on 
Leap Day, but leaplings occasionally 
encounter bureaucratic difficulties 
using their true birth dates. Some 
computerized dropdown menus 
don’t include Feb. 29. 

“My life insurance policy is for 
March 1 because their computer 
doesn’t support Leap Day,” Brouwer 
said. 

On Facebook, Anne McCarthy’s 
friends get a note Feb. 28 that her 
birthday is the next day. Then on 
March 1, “there would be nothing. 
So, unless it was a Leap Year, 
friends would not see birthday re¬ 
minders for the actual day,” said 
McCarthy, of Boston, who turned 24 
on Wednesday (in Leap time, 6). 

There are no reliable numbers on 
exactly how many babies are born 
on Leap Day, but statistically, the 
odds of being born then are the 
same as any other day. 

“The law of averages means your 
chance of being born on Feb. 29 are 
one out of 1,461,” Brouwer said, ex¬ 
plaining that 1,461 equals 365, or the 
number of days in the year, times 
four, plus one for the extra day in 
the four-year cycle. “We figure in 
the US., there’s about 200,000 of us, 
and in the world, about 5 million.” 

There’s also no good way of de¬ 
finitively determining whether 
mothers with scheduled C-sections 
or induced births avoid or embrace 
Leap Day. 

Fewer babies are born on week¬ 
ends in the US. than on other days, 
according to research by the Na¬ 
tional Center for Health Statistics, 
and since Leap day feU on a Sunday 
in 2004 and a Friday in 2008, birth 
numbers from those years don’t teU 
the whole story. 

What happened this year is still 
anybody’s guess. At Inova Health 
System in Virginia, where more 
than 20,000 babies were born last 
year in four hospitals, women were 
“running from the date. That’s what 
we’ve found,” said spokesman Tony 
Raker. 


But at Florida Hospital in Or¬ 
lando, “people would rather have 
the baby on Leap Day. We have a 
slight increase in the number of 
scheduled C-sections on that day 
since it is a special day,” said hospi¬ 
tal spokeswoman Sara Channing. 

One of those that was scheduled 
to give birth Wednesday at Florida 
Hospital is Tammy Gerencser, who 
didn’t hesitate when her doctor pro¬ 
posed scheduling her C-section Feb. 
29. 

“I got this sheet of paper that 
said, ‘You’re going in Feb. 29,’” 
Gerencser said. She said while a 
few people told her, “Oh no, you 
need to change that date,’ other peo¬ 
ple are so excited.” 

This would be her and her hus¬ 
band’s second child. 

“I was told I couldn’t have any 
more children, so he’s special any¬ 
way,” she said. 

Andrea McGowan, a labor and de¬ 
livery nurse at Montefiore Medical 
Center in the Bronx, predicted that 
Leap Day “will be like any other 
Wednesday” in the maternity ward. 
But she can give firsthand advice to 
anyone who becomes a mom that 
day: Her own daughter was born 
Feb. 29,1996. “Having that birthday 


adds a little fian;” she said. “It’s a 
conversation piece.” 

The towns of Anthony, N.M., and 
Anthony, Texas, both on the line be¬ 
tween the states, host a Worldwide 
Leap Year Festival every four years 
the week of Feb. 29, with a carnival, 
car show and other events. Past 
guests range from a 16-year-old 
leapling (4) who came from Califor¬ 
nia, to a local man who’s the oldest 
at 92 (23), according to Hector 
Giron, one of the organizers. 

Some leaplings come up with 
their own rituals to mark non-Leap 
Years. 

Rachel Laber, who lives in New 
York City and turned 24 on Wednes¬ 
day (6) prefers to celebrate her 
birthday Feb. 28 in off years. But to 
placate those who argue for March 
1, “I have taken on a two-day cele¬ 
bration the last 10 years or so.” 

Jan Harrell, of Ashland, Ore., 
handles off years by staying up 
until midnight with friends who 
shout “Happy birthday!” in “that 
magical nanosecond” between Feb. 
28 and March 1. 

“My birthday feels like a cosmic 
joke,” said Harrell, who turned 64 
(16) this week. “But not a bad one, 
just a very, very funny one.” 


NJ mother, child both horn on Leap Day 


SADDLE RIVER, N.J. (AP) — A New Jersey mother 
born on Feb. 29 beat 2 million-to-1 odds when she had 
her daughter — who was also born on Leap Day 
Michelle Birnbaum of Saddle River tells The New 
York Post that she’ll use the occasion to teach her 4- 
year-old daughter Rose about science and the earth’s 
cycles around the sun. 

Birnbaum turned 32 on Wednesday, but celebrated 


for only the eighth time on the actual date. It comes 
once every four years as the result of a system intended 
to keep the seasons, years, months and days in work¬ 
ing order. 

Birnbaum went into labor on Feb. 28, 2008, but Rose 
was born the following day. 

She tells the newspaper she’s delighted to have a 
“built-in party partner.”

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The Way teen center draws youth in from streets

CADIZ, Ky. — Hip-hop and Trigg Basketball Stars 
Week will add to the excitement in March for teens who 
flock to free parties at The Way Christian Youth Center. 

Tutoring plans are under way for April. An art ex¬ 
hibit and sale headed by Shelley Crawford is also in the 
works. 

In less than one year, the teen center, an interdenom¬ 
inational organization staffed by volunteers, has be¬ 
come a popular hangout for local teens. 

“The Lord started it,” explains Carl Heckmann, one 
of 20 board directors. “The Way’ comes from John 14:6. 
when Jesus said, T am the way the truth and the light.’” 

Although the idea was conceived in December 2010, 
the doors didn’t open until June 2011 with a grand open¬ 
ing party. 

Since then, the center’s building on Main Street, once 
occupied by The General Dollar Store, is now fillecl with 
donated pool and pingpong tables, arcade basketball 
and board games. 

“I like to play pool,” says Hannah Rattray, 12, who has 
been attending activities at The Way since September. 

“My sister said it was a cool place to go,” she adds, 
“I’ve met some new friends. My favorite party was the 
Happy Birthday Jesus Christmas party” 

The recent Valentine Party drew 130 teens for music, 
games, pizza and sheet cake. 

Hannah also enjoys writing verses on the windows for 
special events. 

“I wrote Psalm 17,” she said proudly. Contemporary 
Christian music provides a peaceful background in ad¬ 
dition to occasional movie and popcorn parties in the 
backroom with Christian and family movies. 

Refreshments furnished by partnering churches keep 
the teenagers appetites satisfied. Bottled water, previ¬ 
ously donated by Food Giant, now needs more sponsors 
because of the constant increase of teen participation. 

“The local churches and community have been more 
than generous in supporting us,” said board member 
and volunteer Portia Ezell. “God has been faithful to 
bless this ministry in a great way We continue to grow 
in numbers and in spirit.” 

County churches provide refreshments for 17 days 
each month, Heckmann said. 

“Additional partners will supply free sandwiches, 
cookies, brownies, etc.,” Heckmann said. “We have not 
asked for support from businesses but Food Giant of¬ 
fered to donate bottle water and Fourshee’s Building 
and Supply provided materials for a self-help construc¬ 
tion of a storage room.” 

“Working parents can be at peace,” adds volunteer 
Eileen Martinez of the nondenominational Word of 
Hope Church. “Knowing their child is spending time in 
a safe environment, that they also enjoy.” 

Martinez and her husband, Martin, have four grown 
sons. She says she wishes there had been a teen center 
like The Way when her sons were young. 

“I always had a heart for children,” she explains. “I 
had a Bible class for children eight years.” 

Martinez previously worked for the Trigg County 
Senior Citizens Center. She retired shortly before The 
Way opened and immediately volunteered. 

“God is love,” she said. “Everything done at The Way 


is done in a loving atmosphere. We serve there to make 
a difference in the lives of this at risk generation. I be¬ 
lieve we are not only impacting the youth, but also the 
community” 

Heckmann says there is a five- to seven-minute devo¬ 
tional at each event. 

“We are an outreach ministry,” he said. “The Way is 
unapologetically evangelistic, but not as an ‘in your 
face’ way. We hope they see the love of Jesus in the vol¬ 
unteers.” 

Any teen in grades six through 12 is invited to partic¬ 
ipate, regardless of beliefs or nonbelief. 

The center is open 3 p.m. to 6 p.m. Monday through 
Thursday; 3: p.m. to midnight Friday and 5 p.m. to 10 
p.m. Saturday. 

Ongoing activities include the Roman Road wall 
mural led by Donna Faulk, window themes by the teens 
and table games. 

The only items not free to the teens inside are sweat¬ 
shirts, selling for $3 each with proceeds going to the cen¬ 
ter. Beverly Underhill, another board member, created 
the logo design for the shirts. 

“The Lord has had a hand in this from the begin¬ 
ning,” Underhill said. “He has supplied our needs at 
every turn. Our churches and community have stood 
behind us and supported us.”

not want to go there. I’ve heard 
people say they look forward to 
hell, because aU their friends 
wiU be there. But the Bible 
paints a much different picture, 
calling it a place of absolute de¬ 
spair. 

The good news about hell, 
however, is that we don’t need to 
go there! By His death and resur¬ 
rection, Jesus Christ conquered 
sin and death and Satan and 
hell. Don’t be deceived, but put 
your life into Christ’s hands — 
both for now, and for eternity

It's important to 
remember that there is 
a difference between 
honestly admitting that 
we are weak and a self-focused feeling of 
inadequacy. For all of us, there are things in 
our lives that we want to change but have no 
real power to do so. Therefore this may well 
lead us easily down the road of focusing on 
our own inadequacy—finding it much easier to 
focus on what we think God couldn't do 
through our lives than to see what He surely 
can do. 

So how do we deal with these feelings of 
inadequacy? Well, we can try to overcome 
them by doing things that seem big enough to 
make us feel important or significant. We can 
attempt to cover those feeling by pretending 


the feelings are not real. We can seek to 
escape from them by immersing ourselves in 
some life preoccupation or even selfish 
pleasure. We can give in to them and "act" 
real big and important. Or we can accept our 
feelings of inadequacy as a reality of our 
human weakness and lean on God's strength 
instead. We can ask God to help us make 
choices of faith in spite of feelings of 
inadequacy. Instead of focusing on or fighting 
our inadequacy, we can choose faith in a God 
who is more than adequate. Let's try praying 
something like this: "Father, you know how 
I'm feeling about myself right now. I'm tired 
of pretending I'm strong when deep down I 
know I'm not. So I ask you to use me in my 
weakness. I trust in your truth that when I am 
weak, then you are strong."

We were laughing as 
we recalled fun memories, 
while trying not to wake up the 
two sleeping angels in the back 
of the minivan. We were talk¬ 
ing about current events and 
looking ahead to our goals and 
hopes for the future. Some¬ 
where in the midst of our con¬ 
versation, I realized the 
freeway sign overhead read 
“Salt Lake City.” (Note: In case 
you have never driven from Cal¬ 
ifornia to western Idaho, you 
should know that there is no 
reason to see a large overhead 
sign that reads “Salt Lake City” 
on the way. If you do see a large 
overhead sign that reads “Salt 
Lake City,” it means you are 
nearly in Utah, which isn’t a 
bad thing, unless you are at¬ 
tempting to visit your parents 
in Idaho.) 

Suddenly, I felt like the hunt¬ 
ing guide in Washington State 


whose hunting party became 
hopelessly lost while he was 
leading them. The group was 
very unhappy and let him feel 
their distress. “You told us you 
were the best guide in Washing¬ 
ton!” they yelled. “I am,” he 
said, “but I think we’re in Mon¬ 
tana now.” 

Thankfully, we came prepared 
with maps — a map of the west¬ 
ern U.S., a map of each state, 
and one of those maps the Auto 
Club puts together that is a flip 
chart of your whole journey. 
(Or at least your planned jour¬ 
ney. They didn’t put Utah in my 
flip chart for this trip.) Those 
maps allowed us to reduce our 
extra time on the road to seven 
or eight hours. 

But before getting back on the 
road in the right direction, I 
had to make “the” phone call. 
Maybe you know the one I am 
talking about. It’s the one you 
make to tell your parents you’ve 
driven hundreds of miles out of 
the way en route to their house. 

“Hello, Dad,” I said. “We’re 
going to be a little late.” I was 
hoping I could just say we were 
a little behind schedule. There 
was no need to get into the de¬ 
tails. 

Then he asked, “Where are 


you?” I don’t think I had fin¬ 
ished answering before he 
wanted to know, “How did you 
get there?” while trying not to 
laugh too hard. 

I found out what it’s like to be 
in your 30s but feel like a 
teenager who is calling home 
because he ran out of gas in the 
middle of nowhere with not a 
cent in his pocket, standing at a 
payphone to make a collect call 
home to ask Dad to bring him 
some gas. Not that this actually 
ever happened, of course. 

There were a couple of good 
lessons learned on that trip. 
First, great conversations with 
your wife are to be prized, as is 
a really comfortable seat in 
your car. Second, I am thankful 
for road maps. In fact, without 
them I might be driving 
through Canada at this very 
moment, still searching for 
Idaho, instead of sharing this 
story with you. 

You might be happy to know 
we finally did make it to my 
parents’ house. Along the way, 
we discovered that the town of 
Elko, Nevada, is the Home of 
Cowboy Poetry. It says so right 
on the sign coming into town.
